REBELS MIIÏ CAPTURE SEVEBAL TOWNS 


Mexico City, Nov. 32.—The govern- 
ment of President Diaz is face to face 
with a 
serious 
revolutionary 
move- 
ment. 
Francisco I. Madero, 
reputed 
leader of the rebels, is believed to bo 
near his home in Coahuila. 


Yesterday three 
bodies 
of revolu- 
tionists attacked the military barracks 
a t Orizaba and liberated and 
armed 
the prisoners. 


The attack 
waa well 
planned and 
executed. 
The 
revolutionists, 
who 
numbered 300, di\ided their forces. 
A 
group of 100 stationed on the summit 
of a nearby hill threw dynamite bombs 
into the barracks. 
When the soldiers 
fled from their quarters and charged 
their assailants the other party of 200 
revolutionists 
attacked 
the 
prison. 
Beating: down the guards and forcing 
an entrance they liberated all of the 
prisoners and then armed them. 


The 
Fifteenth 
Mexican 
infanti-y 
charged the revolutionists and 
drove 
them back into the woods after a hot 
fight t h a t continued until 9 o'clock last 
night. 
The 
number 
of 
casualties 
cannot be leajrned. 


During the fight the Tenth infantry 
f r o m Mexico City and the 
Sixteen'.h 
infantry- from Vera Cruz reached 
the 
scene. 


REBELS CAPTURE THREE TOWNS

range guns, swept the city with a ter- 
rific fire for sevei-al hours. 
No Amer- 
icans 
are reported 
killed. 


BULL FIGHT CAUSED IT. 


New Orleans. La., Nov. 22.—A bull 
fight fiasco- in Mexico City did much to 
precipitate actual outbreaks in 
Mex- 
ico, according to Captain R. W. Smith, 
president of the Rio Grande Planta -

rived in New Orleans last night from 
the Mexican capital.

Clara Ethel Leneve, the woman for 
whom the crown alleged Crippen killed 
his wife, has continued her visits to 
the prisoner's cell and there are others 
who shake their heads 
and 
declare 
that they would never convict a man 
on circumstantial 
evidence. 


J-'vom expressions in the papers and 
the gossip of the street it is plain that 
no other murder case of recent years 
has taken such a gold on the feelings 
of all classes. 


Miss Leneya's Farewell Visit. 


Miss Leneve, at the request of the 
prisoner, paid a farewell visit to Crip- 
pen at Pentonville prison this after- 
noon. 
She reached 
the 
place in a 
closed cab and was accompanied by an 
elderly man, who remained outside. 


.Miss Leneve remained 
for a 
haif 
hour in the visitors' room with 
the 
doctor. 
During her stay the wardress 
watched the condemned man 
closely. 
Crippen slept well last night and this 
morning ate a hearty breakfast. 


Story of Confession.

Head Carried 100 Feet Dis- 
tant—Identity of Dead 
Man Unknown.

Auburn, Ind., Nov. 22.—The decapi- 
tated body of an unknown man, evi- 
dently of foreign birth and a laborer, 
hiß h e ^ ahojit one hundred feet frpm 
the body, was. found at an early hour 
this morning by Worth Fair, a boy 12 
years 
old. ilhe-ison 
o f B o y c e Pair, a 
farmer, lying along. the tracks of the 
Lake Shore railroad at stop 5, near to 
St. John's, a small station on the road. 


The man had evidently been killed 
by the 
northbound 
passenger 
train 
passing that point at 5:12 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, as a short time. be - 
fore that he \va^ seen walking along 
the track. 
His 
body 
was 
horribly 
mutilated. 
The head was severed from 
it and it lay about 100 feet distant, 
evidently having 
been 
carried by a 
southbound 
-passenger 
train 
which 
passed that point about 9 o'clock last 
hight, or by one, of two other trains 
which -p?=sed during the night. 


The man's head was lying in 
the 
center of the track at the time the boy 
found it. The body was a hundred feet 
away and alongside the track. 
Noth- 
ing was known of the accident until 
the discovery made by the Fair 
lad 
this morning. 
He immediately notified 
neighbors 
and 
Undertaker 
Clark, 
of 
Auburn, was called and the body and 
head gathered »up and brought to this 
city. 


Efforts are being made to establish 
the identity of the unknown dead man.

SKETCH OF COUNT TOLSTOI. 


Count 
Lyof 
Nikolaiyitch; 
Tolstoi, 
usually^ 
called 
Count 
Leo 
Tolstoi, 
novelist and social reformer, was born 
;^uguet 28, 1S28, at Yasnaya. Poliana, in 
the province of Tula. Russia. 
When 
23 years old Tolstoi. entered the a r m y 
and served in the Caucasus and in the 
defense of Sebastopol against the Bri- 
tish and French allied forces. 
He 
first 
made a reputation i n ' l i t e r a t u j e by a 
series of vivid sketches written from 
Sebastopol and when he left the a r m y 
soon after the Crimean war. he 
de- 
voted himsglf entirely to literature. 


His "War and Peabe," a tale of in- 
vasion of Russia by Napoleon in Í812, 
Is regarded In Russia as being, his mas- 
terpiece, though his "Anna Karenina," 
which appeared in 1876 and "The Cos- 
sacks" 
found 
greater 
favor 
a-broad, 
where his Kreutzer Sonata," transía-- 
tion» of which were published in 1830, 
aJso attracted wide attention. 


Turns to Religion. 


Tolstoi 
wrote 
much" on 
education 
and published a number of short stories 
and remminiscences of childhood and 
youth, but of recent years he had de- 
voted himself to religious teaching. He 
made "Return Not Evil" the keystone 
of the Christian faith and insisted that 
the literal interpretation of the Sermon 
on the Mount was the only rule of the 
Christian Hfe. 
The religious views of 
Tolsol were set forth In his "Christ's 
ChrlKtianity" and "My Religion." 


Daring 
1893 
Tolstoi 
wrote, 
"The 
Kingdom of God Within Us," an im- 
portant work on the social question, 
and In 1895 he wrote "The Four Gos- 
pels Harmonized and. Translated." His 
other works included "My Confession," 
"Criticisms 
of Dogmatical 
Christian- 
ity," "What I Believe,^ "W:hat is to Be 
Dö;tier' " T h e i>eath of Ivain üyitchi" 
"The Power of Darkness," (A drama); 
"On Ll/e," "The Fruits of Enlighteii- 
ment" fa comedy); "The Kingdom of 
God is Within You," "What Is Ari," 
"The Resurrection," "The Slavery of 
Our Times," 'What Is Religion?" and 
many oth'îr works on the most varied 
subjects. 


In 1901 Tolstoi was excommunicated 
by the 
Holy Synod and In 
October, 
1902, he 
deposited 
his memoirs 
and 
diaries with the curator of the Rtím- 
yanziolt mufeum oh. the. condition, that 
they should not be published until tfeh 
years after "his ' dèatfe 
Ih

his whole fortune", Inelüding his real 
and persóna?^ estete, tò his -ïicife and 
children. 


Appeals to English Presa. 


In 1895 ToJstpI wrote a powerful vih- 
dication of ihe Dukhober sect, which 
during that year had suffered great 
persecutions- for its''religious 
profes- 
eldns. 
When the Russian censor re- 
fused to permit its publication Tolstoi 
applied to thé Liondoh Times, which 
printed the long article in full. 
He 
contfnrued ' fröm that time o» tö a d - 
dìiress his litepiry efforts to the- Brit- 
ish press. On March 17, 1896, the Lon-.. 
don Dally Chr&nicle p u n i s h e d a lòng 
letter from Tolstoi to a correspohdent 
in England, on the Venezuela dispute, 
which had recently arisen between^ the 
United States a n d Great Bidtaln.

In July, 1904, Tolstoi wrote a strong 
article denouncing the Russo-Japanese 
war, which caused the seizure of the 
Novosti of St. Petersburg, which pub- 
lished it, and a revival of the reports^ 
of the government's intention to take 
severe action against the 
author. 


In November, 1906, the count startled 
the literary world by an attack upon 
the works and teachings 
of 
Shakes- 
peare, a t once remarkable for its bit- 
terness and astounding charges against 
the greatest of all dramatists. 
He de- 
clared with profound conviction 
that 
Shakespeare had hypnotized the read-

dealing with the land question and de- 
claring that Russia is living through 
an important time that Is destined to 
have enormouis 
results. 
The 
article 
was largely devoted to the theories of 
the late Henry George and 
declared 
that the land question had reached a 
state of ripeness siich. as, fifty years 
ago, 
wa.$ reached by the question of 
serfdom. 


Oh the occasion of Tolstoi's eightieth 
birthday extensive 
celebrations 
were 
the peasants to plunder his estate a t 
Yasnaya Poliana. 


There he lived the life of a peasant 
in a peasant's hut, partaking only of 
the Simple peasant's food and wearing 
the peasant's costume—^rough 
blouse, 
broad,.leather belt, f u r cap, long beard, 
wide trousers tucked'into his cowhide 
boots. 


But although Tolstoi chose the ex- 
istence, of a peasant, his family occu- 
pied the 
substantial family 
mansion 
on the Yasnaya Poliaiia estate, not f a r 
from Tolstoi's peasant hut, 
In 
the 
mansion was the author's library and 
there he went whenever he desired to 
dictate to hiá secretary, after' -which 
he returned 
to his peasant 
occupa- 
tion. 
But, although he led a counf^y- 
man's life, Tostort was a great reader 
and among his .recreations were chess, 
cycling, lawn tennis and swimming. 


The keynote of his teachings 
may 
be summed up in the following sen- 
tencev which.he uttered not long- ago: 


"How can you and I sleep on m a t - 
tresses and feather beds when 
h a r d - 
end of the eighteenth century, 
pro- 
nounced him 
tliev master poet. 
The 
count called uppn all thinking pedple 
to- reject '"the trivial 
and 
immoral 
Works of Shakespeare" as unworthy of 
sérious study and reflection.: He was 
assailed from all Quarters for his at-r 
táek on the immortal bard.

In January. 1905, Tolstoi caused 
a 
great sensation by an open, letter to the 
czar. In which be addressed the em- 
peror as "Dear Brother.'' 
The letter 
was written just previous to the meet- 
ing of the national assembly. 
It was a 
personal appeal to 
the 
czar, urging 
stiU further cohcessldhs In behalf of 
the great proletariat of Russia. 
The 
letter , was personal and. very bold 1« 
It» lansuffse.^ In comcluding the count

have Just written. 
Only the desire for 
your good and the good of the Russian 
people has dictated this letter.

Your brother who 
wishes you the true happiness." 


Tolstoi_ had nothing but sneers for 
the peace conference a t The H a g u e on 
June 11, 1907. 
He said in an 
inter- 
view: 
"The Hague peace conference 
held, although they were strongly dis- 
approved by the Russian 
government 
and were made the subject of an ap- 
peal by the Holy Synod to all believers 
to abstain from participation. 


Publishers Imprisoned. 


Several of the publishers of Tolstoi's 
works have been sent to prison. 
.Of 
these M. Seldon was sentenced to 
term of six months in 1909 for publish- 
ing .and 
distributing 
the 
pamphlets 
"Thou Shalt Not Kill," "A Letter to 
Liberals" and "Chjkstlanlty and Patri- 
otism." 
The venerable writer of these 
pamphlets 
addressed 
a 
note .to 
the 
court, challenging the prosecution of 
himself Instead of the publisher. B u t 
the magistrate did not venture to in- 
stitute, proceedings against Tolstoi and 
the government took no notice of the 
challenge. 


Tolstoi was a t heart a peasant In 
the best sense of the word, devoted to 
the Improvement of the condition of 
the Russian masses and eager to lead 
them in the right patch. With 
these 
objects In view, a s early as 1875, he 
organized peasant schools on a 
new 
and original educational basis, co-op- 
erated in t h e improvement of cheap, 
popular publications, organized 
relief 
for the starving .population of middle 
Russia, (in 
1891-93,) 
renounced his 
property in copyright, land and money, 
and during the receiíT agrarian 
dis- 
turbances actually b u t vainly Invited 
working men have not even straw? 
If

were Christians you could - hot.

Governor-Elect of Pennsyl- 
vania Has Big Plan for 
Improved Highways. 


Pittsburg. Pa., Nov. 22.—Living up 
to his campaign 
pledges. 
Governor- 
elect John K. Tener, of Pennsylvania, 
has announced 
that one of his slogan» 
will be, "Good roads for Pennsylvania," 


The next governor has long been a 
student of road building and he thijik« 
that there is great opportunity for im- 
provement in this state both by in- 
creased appropriations and by a com- 
plete reorganization of 
the 
highway 
department. 
He also believes that the 
state should take charge of the 
im- 
proved highways and maintain them at 
its expense. 
Under the present sys- 
tem of local maintenance thousands of 
dollars' worth of roads are 
annually 
allowed to go to ruin. 


Governor Tener will favor the em- 
ployment of the best road builder and 
engineer available. 
To this man 
ho 
would commit the work of carrying out 
a comprehensive system of state-wide 
highway improvements. 
The manage- 
ment of the department work would bo 
put under a separate executive head, as 
the next governor is of the opinion that 
one man cannot successfully handle the 
whole proposition. 


At present pieces of road are built 
in all sections of the state without any 
fixed p^an for connecting them. 
Gov- 
ernor Tener will advocate a compre- 
hensive system which will have for its 
purpose the connecting 
of county seats. 
This does not mean the building of a 
direct route from Pittsburg to Phila- 
delphia for automobiles. 


Increased appropriations 
for 
roads 
will be advocated. 
Just how large a 
sum the governor will suggest will de- 
pend on what will be available after 
a study of the revenues. 
In this con- 
nection he has in mind the increasing 
of 
revenues 
from 
some 
corporate 
sources \v^ich now escape the payment 
ot an amount of taxes in keeping with 
the valuable 
privileges 
they 
enjoy. 
This plan also includes the reduction 
of local taxation to a certain extent.

Suborn Judge Decides That the So- 


Called Temperance Drink is 


Intoxicating. 


Auburn, Ind., Nov. 18.—"Homo" is 
an intoxicating beer and Its sale with- 
out the license so to do is unlawful. 
Such is the decision of Judge D. K. 


V Best in a case in the circuit court here, 
\growing out of the seizure by the offi- 
cers of a quantity of "homo" during, 
a raid made- recently on one of the 
billiard rooms in this city. 
In part, 
in his opinion given yesterday. Judge 
Best said: 


"The evidence shows that the liquor 
was manufactured by a brewery known 
as the Indianapolis Brewing company, 
at Indianapolisr,. and was bottled and 
sold under the name 'Homo,', and that 
defendant at the time of the search 
of his,premises had a quantity of it in 
his possession which he was selling at 
retail as a beverage. 
. "Prof. Sherrard, of the 
Tri-State 
college, an expert jjharmacist, who had^ 
analyzed several bottles of the Homo, 
testified that in his opinion it was a 
malt liquor for the reason that the in- 
gredients found in it were those found 
an malt liquors. 


"Dr. W. O. Gross, of Fort Wayne, 
also an expert chemist, gave an analy- 
sis together wlththe opinion that it 
was. not a malt liquor for the reason, 
as stated by him, liquor is supposed to 
De something containing a quantity of 
alcohol. 
Dr. Gross, however, also tes- 
tified that this Honio contained about 
. two-thirds of one per cent, of alcohol 
and. about three-fourths 
of one per 
cent, of maltose and if the alcohol and 
maltose were 
increased 
up to the 
amount found in lager beer it would 
be practically the same. 
'Possibly.' he 
said, 'Homo is nothing but a weak 
form of beer.' 
That, he said, was his 
best judgment. 


"In the light of the fact that this 
liquor is made by a Brewing company 
whose business is the making of malt 
liquors and on the evidence of both 
Prof. Sherrard and Dr. Gross to the 
effect that it is but a weak form of 
beer, differing from ordinary 
lager 
beer only in the strength, the court 
must find that Homo is a malt liquor 
and that its salé without a license is 
unlawful and that, under the provi- 
sions of the search and seizure law. 
the 
liquor seized in this cause should 
be destroyed and the finding of the 
facts and conclusions of law will be 
made accordingly."

For^^ 15 Years an Inmate of 
Poor 


Rouse, She Receires an Army

Pension of $1,700.

BlufEton, Ind., Nov. 22.—Like a chap- 
ter from a book of Action reads the 
story of Mrs, Susan J. Lipt»incott, aged 
65, for fifteen years, or sftice 1895, an 
inmate of the Wells county infirmary, 
who yesterday was overjoyed to learn 
that over $1,700 in cash awaited, her 
command, an amount that to her,*in 
her helpless and poverty-stricken con- 
dition is a small fortune and will en- 
able her to live independent of charity 
for the rest of her life. 


The $1,700 came to her through the 
United States pension department at 
Washington, and the untiring efforts 
of L. L. Martz. a local pension agent, 
are responsible in a large measure, for 
her good fortune in having the long- 
delayed 
pension 
granted, a 
pension 
which she should have been drawing 
in regular installments since 1897. 


Mrs. 
Lippincott's 
husband, 
Jame.-; 
Lippincott, died in the Soldiers' Home 
at Dayton. Ohio, in 1897, and on No- 
vember 6th of that year the application 
of the widow for pension was made a 
matter of record with the department. 
But it afipears that the attorney who 
ook her case failed to push it properly 
Or did not understand how to go about 
it, and the pension claim laid unat- 
tended until last spring the .attention 
of Mr. Martz was called to the claim 
and he took it up. 
He has been noti- 
fied that 
Mrs. 
Lippincott has 
been 
granted $S per month dating from 1897 
until April 19. 1908, when the law v/ent 
into effect 
granting $12 per month to 
all widows, since which date she is 
entitled to that amount. 


In addition she is granted $2 psr 
month for each of three children from 
1897 until they became 16 years of age. 
Two of them are in in orphans' home 
at Fort Wayne, and one is past 16 and 
is married.

Tolstoi 
labored 
over

course of his long and arduous life to 
a lesser degree of '^islbly achieved pur- 
pose than any other genius of his 
rank, strength of character and con- 
secration to a great cause the 
last 
century-produced. 
He was .not in all 
ways great;" but' of his superabounding 
humanity there can 6e no question. 
The woes of the people gave him dis- 
tress 
poignant 
and 
unintermittent. 
Human injustice, the frailty of morals 
and the passipns. of sex ran through 
most that he wrote. From -first to last 
there perhaps cannot be found in the 
production of one pen so much gloom, 
misery and pessimism as the covers of 
Tolstoi's .volumes enfold. 
Yet it must 
be remembered that it was in and of 
Russia he wrote. There is not much in 
common life there from which to con- 
struct a light background to biographs 
of such pitiless realism as Tolstoi'.-;. 
Had Tolstoi's"' genius been English or 
French or even German, he might have 
seen humanity enmeshed in the same 
hopeless tangle of injustice .and pas- 
sion ani'inij^ht have beljeld^s earthly 
destiny through the same almost un- 
hoping .vj^ibn, but there would have 
been some light and laughter, 
some 
joy and humor in his outlook upon 
general life. 
But Tolstoi did not live 
and work ir\ vain. 
He left what will 
help in the salvation of the Russian 
peasantry. 
That people will come up 
out of the muck, rand much faster than 
Tolstoi's gloomy vision could foresee. 
For all the world, for all humanity 
there is something in Tolstoi/ 
Human 
justice must in the ultimate be^God's 
justice or of , justice it will be none. 
Tolstoi could apprehend no reason for 
luxury ¡Sna poverty. 
He 
considered 
that one man did wrong to have too 
much wher.e. was another man who had 
not enough.' , Yet Tolstoi was grotes- 
quely half consistent in that.

was constrained by a sort of elemental 
tyranny In his nature was showix In

Jail for heads of criminal trysts is 
the edict from the fountain head of 
justice in Washington. 
In place of 
nice normal fines that can readily be 
paid and that are willingly stood as a 
sort of license fee for the privilege u£ 
extortion there are to be stern sen- 
tences to the gloomy and noisome bas- 
tile. 
This is the declared preference 
and future policy of the department of 
justice and it is provoked by the ac- 
tion of a federal judge in Pittsburg, 
who was moved by the plea for len- 
iency presented by members of a glass 
trust that had been dissolved. A nom- 
inal fine had been inflicted and then 
the trust announced a wage reduction 
of 30 per cent., laying blame for ne- 
cessity of this at the door of the de- 
partment of, fustice. 
We now shall 
see what comes of the new policy. 
It 
long has been maintained by sincère 
opponents of trusts that no real pur- 
pose to curb or destroy them was at 
the bottom of any prosecution. 
It has 
been forcibly pointed out that fining a 
railroad a few thousand dollai^ for 
giving rebates and a corporation 
a 
few thousand for taking them had no 
deterrent effect whatever. 
From the 
celebrated 
case 
of 
the 
government 
against the Standard Oil company of 
Indiana, wherein 
Judge 
Landis im- 
posed a fine of $29,000,000, came abso- 
lutely nothing. 
It was held that such 
a penalty could not lie. 
Against the 
same defendant corporation a similar 
trial is pending in a southern federal 
jurisdiction and in this latter case the 
presiding judge has just ruled that in- 
stead of the defendant being liable for 
some 
$30,000,000 
in 
penalties. 
In 
event of the maximum fines being im- 
posed, the oil company can be mulcted 
for a total of only a few hundred thou- 
sands. 
Prison for a few will end the 
trust outrages in America. 
Fourteen 
years ago and many times since Wil- 
liam J. Bryan declared that if he ever

prosecute 
trusts some of the "big fellows" would 
wear stripes.

The officers arrested were Sheldon C. 
Burr, president; Frank H. Tobey, vice, 
president, and Bugeiie H. BUrr, sec- 
retary and treasurer. 


The company operated offices in sev-; 
eral of the large cities of. the country 
and many arrests are expected to fol- 
low soon.

Washington, 
D. C., Nov. 17.—Dr. 
Harvey W. Wjley, chief of tL© bureau 
of chemistry, yesterday warned the 
people of the United States that they 
should not be too hopeful of a decreasé 
in the cost of living. He does not be- 
lieve the prices of foods are going 
down to any large extent. 
If they do 
it Is only because the food trusts are 
up to some new "deviltry, the net re- 
sult of which will be an even higher 
boost, he believes. 


The so-called beef trust Is the one 
needing the mcst watching, according 
to Dr. Wiley. "Chicago fires the price 
of beef when it is bought and when it 
is sold," he said. 
"The dealer that 
violates the manéate of this i!^w€rful 
trust falls on their blacklist hence- 
forth." 


Secretary Wilson^ of the department 
of agriculture, also puts a damper on 
the optimism regarding food prices. He 
says the decrease in meat prices is 
abnormal •and

Wiley Expects Early Rise. 


Dr. Wiley even suspects that the 
"ultimate consumer" is in for a great 
jolt in the near future and will be 
lucky if he can keep hold of even what 
little change he- holds out on the 
butcher and 
other foodstuff 
dealers 
now. 


"The 
interests ^which 
manipulated 
the prices upward." he said, "tem- 
porarily have reieased their hold on 
our throats for the purpose of getting 
a fresh grip. The so-called reduction in 
meats is 
fictitious. 
Its manipulation 
was deliberate, just as the Increase in 
prices was unjust, unreasonable, and 
uncalled for by conditions prevailing 
throughout the country. 
The prices 
.were fictitious at the top notch be- 
cause they were forced there arbitrai'ily 
by the interests. 


'T)eve]ppments will show that the in- 
terests are after some one. 
It may 
be some independent movement they 
hope to drive from cover. 
They still 
have the consumer at their mercy, and 
when they accomplish their purpose 
prices will go up again." 


Views of Secretary Wilson. 


While admitting there is reason in 
the theory advanced by many that full 
bins of corn and oats .should bring a 
reduction in pricis. 
Dr. Wiley thinks 
that the shortage in hay is more of a 
cause. 
He said the drought in the 
cattle raising country had increased 
the cost of hay. The farmer with cat- 
tle on his hands must pay $35 a ton 
for his.hay and rather than do this he 
is sending his cattle and sheep to mar- 
ket. 


"The present break in meat prices," 
said Secretary Wilson, "is hardly a 
normal market development. While it 
is true that %ve should expect a down- 
ward trend of prices because of the 
great crops of corn and oats we have 
hai* the present sudden drop in meats 
is too pronounced to be an effect from 
that cause altogether. 
I believe the 
drought In the southwest and the con- 
sequent shortage and high price of 
hay are responsible.

It was intihiated that the humble re- 
tailer was to be made the goat in an 
attempt to curry popular favor in view 
of impending federal prosecutions. 


The butchers stated they had had 
endless disputes and trouble over a 
table printed in a morning newspaper

1,000 strong on the parliament build- 
ings gave the police a lively fight Th« 
women, many of whom were placed un- 
der arrest, were led by Mrs. EmeUn* 
Pankhdrst. 


The suffragettes had determined. If 
possible to force the police cordoA 
about the house of commons and rea<dl« 
ing Premier Asquith, to InslBt upon tha 
introduction of a woman's suffrage bill. 
The police, however, were too «tron«ljr 
entrenched and the women .who triad 
every means In their power to forea tha 
line were thrown back. 


Repeatedly they retire*» breathlaaa 
and disheveled only to have their 
places on the fighting line taken Iqr 
reserves. 


The police were ordered to make as 
few arrests as possible but by 
t 
o'clock 21 women and two men were In 
police cells. 
A large contingent of 
American bluejackets from the vlaitinv 
fleet were amused spectatora to the 
struggle and lustily cheering the com- 
batants incited them to freah efforta. 


.The fight continued and tho pdUea 
were compelle to make wholesale ar- 
•rests. 
At 4 o'clock eighty-two of tlia 
suffragettes and their supportwra bad 
been taken into custody. 


Officer Cut With Knifa. 


• During the battle a constable was 
badly gashed across the hand, appar- 
ently by a knife blade. This wa* tha 
only blood letting. Among the aiif&EVi*' 
gettes arrested was Annie Martin, of; 
Nevada. 


After a prolonged struggle the police 


cleared Parliament square and tiirea 
of the leaders of the demonatratioB. 
headed by Mrs. Parkhurst, wera al- 
lowed to enter th© lobby of the cham- 
ber, where they were informed by Mr. 
Asquith's secretary that the pramtar 
refused to see them and that there waa 
ne chance for a suffrage bill to be pra* 
sented at the present session. 


Before the house of commons had 
adjourned for the day 108 auffragettea 
a|id supporters had been Jailed. After 
the women had exhausted themsehrea 
the arrests occurred with monotonous 
regularity. 


Presented Sorry S(pectacle. 


The women presented a sorry spea- 
tacle when the battle was over. 
The 
dresses of many , were torn and their 
hair hung down. Hats, handbags and 
bits 
of 
feminine apparel and torn 
banners littered the gro-j:nd. 


It appears that Mrs. Asquith had m 
narrow escape fromthe irate deputa- 
tion, who were admitted to the lobby* 
Mrs. Parkhurst and two others wera 
conversing with his secretary whs« 
the premier passed through the room. 
Happily for him the women failed ta 
recognizethe minister, who at sight at 
the suffragettes quickly sought' safatjr^ 
in the house of commons.

utes, thén squeeze as dry as possible. 
Add a high seasoning of salt and pep- 
per, two teaspoonfuls of sifted thyme, 
two oi^lons chopped flne and lightly 
colored in à little hot dripping; then 
stir in one cupful of melted suet and 
butter mixed, tiiming through that the 
bread my be eVenly moistened.

Colonel Seems Cheered Up. 
' < From the 
moment 
of 
his arrijval, 
when, he was met at the station by 
his daughter, Mrs., 
Nicholas , Long- 
worth, and dele;gations from the Geo- 
graphic society and. the Press club, 
tlie colonei kept up a rapid fire of 
stipérlatlves. 
He evinced the hearty 
enjoyment he 
felt 
at 
returning to 
scenes that recalled strenuous days of 
executive action. 


As the colonel stepped into the sta- 
tion from the train the large crowd 
which had gathered there cheered him 
loudly and along the streets through 
which his automobile passed on the 
way to the Press club people lined the 
sidewalks and shouted a noisy wel- 
come. The visitor waved his hat con- 
tinuously. 


At the National Press club thère was 
a great gathering of newspaper men 
and their friends. Many of those who 
welcomed the former president were 
present in March 1909, when he bade 
farewell 
to 
the 
correspondents and 
writers with whom he had been asso- 
ciated during the seven years of his 
administration. 


"My friends," he began, "I am deep- 
ly touched by your kind way of greet- 
ing me and I do hope you understand 
how genuinely I feel it. ' I do not 
want to make any compliments." 


Mr. Roosevelt joined in the laugh 
that followed, 
and 
added: 
"I was 
thinking of one, however, that would 
be sufficient inclusive, I wish to say 
that every dog has his day, but the 
nights belong to the cats.". 


Compliments Newspaper Men. 


When the laughter subsided the col- 
onel paid a compliment to the char- 
acter of the newspaper men of the cap- 
ital. 


"There were individuals among you. 
he said, "for whom I think I was able 
successfully to dis'semble my love. 
In 
that respect they rank with some sen- 
ators, representatives, plutocrats, labor 
leaders arid others." 


The colonel closed with a bit of hu- 
mor that occasioned laughter when he 
said: 


"And now I 
am 
going 
to have a 
chance to shake 
hands 
with every 
blessed one who does not think his 
character will be hurt thereby." 


In his lecture at Convention hall last 
night he confined his remarks entirely 
to a discussion of the incidents of the 
trip and evoked mingled laughter and 
applause as he told of the habits of 
the natives, the encounters with wild 
beasts and the remarkable collection 
of specimens which, he declared, he 
was glad the expedition was able to 
obtain. 


Sees Familiar Faces. 


The colonel was Introduced by Hen- 
ry Gannett, president of the" National 
Geographic society, who read a reso- 
lution of appreciation adopted by the 
society for Mr. Roosevelt's services to 
geographic science. 
As he sat on the 
platform the colonel caught sight of 
many a familiar face. 


There were Secretary Knox, M. Jus- 
serand, th^ French ambassador; Jus- 
tices Harlan and McKenna, and many 
others who had not seen Col. Roose- 
.velt since he left the white house. 


The colonel launched forth into a 
narrative of the events which led up to 
his being asked, by the Smithsonian 
institution to lead an expedition 
to 
Africa In search of scientific speci- 
mens. 
He praised 
the 
work of his 
companions and mentioned among the 
achievements of the trip the best pho- 
tographs ^of a herd of wild elephants 
ever taken and the only photographs 
of live white rhinoceroses, as - well ^ as 
some 14,000 speclmerits of much value. 


"There were no hardships," he con- 
tinued. "except the 
mild amount of 
danger from shooting wild beasts and 
frorii disease. 
Fortunately no white 
man of the party was lost." 


Refers to Cook and Peary. 


The speaker digressed a moment to 
mention that he was just about on the 
equatrial line when news reached him 
of the alleged discovery of ^the north 
pole by Dr; Cook. 
He said he didn't 
believe It at the time. 
When he ¡re- 
ceived news a few days later of the 
achievement of Commander Peary, he 
declared hé was confident the pole had 
4>een reached, and he added • he was 
glad of the stand which the National 
Geographical society had takeri In de- 
fending Peary.

One of the interesting 
things shown is that Marion county is 
entitléd to at least one more member 
of the Indiana house of representa- 
tives, and^ that this county may get 
two Tepresentatives or get an addi- 
tional meriiber of the state senate. 


Insomuch 
as 
Congress» in 
appor- 
tioning to the states their representa- 
tions in congress, will, no doubt, in- 
crease the basis of representation from 
194,182, the present figure, it is im- 
possible at this time to state with any 
degree of certainty whether 
Indiana 
will hold its own with thirteen repre- 
sentatives in congress. 
The 
figures 
show, however, a gain of 184,414 in 
population In the state and the be- 
lief Is this will likely assure the state 
thirteen representatives as the situa- 
tion is 
viewed by many 
politicians. 
Representation In congress, however, 
depends upon the number of members 
which congress believes the house of 
representatives shall have, and upon 
the varying gains and losses in popu- 
lation In the several states. 


Congress May Change Basis. 


An Interesting phase of the congres- 
sional 
reapportionment 
situation 
is 
that congress may not determine the 
total 
number 
of 
representatives 
in 
congress or the number which Indiana 
may send before the general assembly 
reapportions the state for congression- 
al purposes next year. In this event, if 
the state's representation in congress 
were changed, the state would have to 
be redistricted at the following ses- 
sion of the general assembly. 


Marion county, on the basis of its 
population announced, yesterday, will 
be entitled to at least one additional 
representative in the Indiana house of 
representatives. 


Allen county, on the basis 
of 
Its 
present representation and its increase 
of population, will be entitled to at 
least one more member of" the house of 
representatives. 
The county now has 
three. 


Lake county, which now 
has 
one 
member of the house of representa- 
tives and a joint representative with 
Newton county, will be 
entitled 
to 
threee representatives 
in 
the 
lower 
house. 
St. Joseph county will be en- 
titled to three representatives on the 
basis of its present population. 
It now 
has two representatives and a joint 
representative with Starke and Pulaski 
counties. 
Vigo county, which has two 
representatives and a joint representa- 
tive with Vermillion county, will be 
entitled to three members in the lower 
branch of the general assembly. 


On the basis of population no county 
will gain "a whole senator" in its rep- 
resentation in the 
state 
senate, but 
mathematical basis is not an arbitrary 
one and frequently is disregarded in 
the apportionments by the general as- 
sembly. 
For example, Elkhart county 
has one member of the state senate. 
The new basis would not 
give 
the 
county orje senator,, because its popu- 
lation falls 5,000 short of the required 
number of persons. 
It is not likely 
that a change would be made for this 
reason alone, however. 


The basis of representation In the 
house of representatives Is obtained by 
dividing 2,700,876, the population of In- 
diana, by 100, the number of represen- 
tatives as limited by the constitution. 
The result gives the basis as 27,000 
people. 
The constitution 
limits 
the 
number of senators to fifty and the 
basis for determining representation "in 
the upper house is obtained by divid- 
ing 2,700,876 by fifty. The basis of rep- 
resentation in the senate, therefore, is 
54,000 persons. 


Political conditions and the 
party 
pluralities in adjoining counties usually 
afford the political mathematicians a 
basis of reapportionment 
not 
over- 
shadowed by the abstract basis of rep- 
resentation in figures alone. , • 
Increase in Marion County. 


Computed on a ma;thematlcal basis 
Marlon county will -be entitled to 9.7 
representatives in the lower house. The 
Increase in population computed 
on 
the new basis would not èntitlc the 
county to five senators, its present rep- 
resentation being four, with a joint 
senator with 
Putnam 
and 
Morgan 
counties. 
Marlon county might be al- 
lotted five senators arid nine rèpresen- 
tatives, or iii the event the present 
joint senatorial 
district 
'remains it 
might possibly be allowed ten repre - 
sentatives in the lower house and the 
difference might be riiade up by a com- 
paratively 
smaller representation 
in 
the state senate., 
• Until the meeting of the legislature 
members of the democratic state com- 
mittee, or their represeritatives, will be 
engaged in collecting material for the 
new corigressional and legislative ap- 
portionment bills.

" Washington, Nov. 18.—The enormous 
losses suffered by stockmen 
on 
the 
western ranges and the destruction of 
game on forest reserves, private 
re- 
serves, 
southern 
plantations, 
large 
farms and In national parks 
through 
the depredations of wolves have been 
the cause of a special investigation by 
the Biological Survey, in co-operation 
with the Forestry bureau, to ascertain 
the best methods for destroying these 
pests. 


The chief object of the report, ac- 
cording to Chief Forester Graves, Is to 
put into the hands of every 
hunter, 
trapper, forest ranger and 
ranchman 
directions for trapping, poisoning and 
hunting wolves and 
finding 
the dens 
of the young. 
Should the direction.? 
be rigidly followed it is believed that 
the wolves can be so reduced in num- 
ber that their depredations will cease 
to be a serious menace to the Increase 
of stock and game. 


"Prime wolf skins," Mr. Graves said, 
"are worth from $4 to $6 each; enough 
to induce 
trappers 
and 
enterprising 
ranchmen 
to make an effort-to sécure 
them if a reasonable degree of suc- 
cess is assured. 
Stock owners 
need 
little encouragement to catch or kill 
wolves on their own ranges, and it Is 
believed that the forest rangers will 
be able to keep down the Increase on 
the 
forest reserves. 
Their 
complete 
extermination on the western 
ranges 
Is not, however, to be expected in the 
near future, and it is oBly by con- 
stant and concerted effort that their 
number can be kept down sufficiently 
to prevent serious 
depredations." 


The Biological Survey In an exhaus- 
tive report shows the wolves to be di- 
vided Into 
two groups, 
the 
smaller 
coyotes, o.r prairie wolves, of the west- 
ern United States, Mexico and south- 
western 
Canada,, cornprlslnig 
s e v v a l 
species and subspecies, and the larger 
gray, black or timber wolves distribut- 
ed practically throughout the whole of 
North America from Florida and the 
tableland 
of 
Mexico 
to 
the 
Arctic 
ocean. 


These large wolves, commonly callèd 
"loafers," or '^obos," Include at least 
half 
a 
dozen species, or 
geographic 
races, comprising the sniall dark gray 
or black wolf of Florida and the south- 
eastern United States, the red wolf of 
southern Texas, the brindled wolf of 
Mexico, 
the light gray 
wolf of 
thé 
central plains region, the dark gray 
wolf of eastern 
Canada, the 
almost 
white wolf of northern Canada 
and 
Alaska and, the large black or dusky

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Important Legislation 
Proposed by Indiai^ 


Bar Association. I 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. If.—What la 
expected to prove one of the most im- 
portant measures to come before tha 
next general assembly for considera- 
tion is being 
prepared 
by a special 
committee of the Stato B a r 
associa- 
tion on the r«ubject of employers' lia- 
bility. 
The measure as it will be pre- 
sented will be a radical departure from 
former legislation on this subject in 
Indiana, but will be along lines adopc- 
ed by the bar association. 


Trades union leaders and other rep- 
resentatives 
of the 
working classes 
have contended for years that Indiana 
Is behind In the matter of employers' 
liability legislation 
and 
ati attétapt 
was made at the last session of the 
general assembly to enact a law on the 
subject, but with the democrats In con- 
trol of the housev_and the republicana 
In control of the senate no agreement 
could be reached. 


The committee at work on the bill 
Is composed 
of Addison 
C. Harris, 
chairman; Dan 
W. Slmms, 
John T. 
Hays, James W. Noel and Daniel Fraz- 
er.' While no draft of the measure has 
been made, the committee expects to 
complete Its task before ^he 
session 
opens. 
. 


Compensation Without Suit. 
It is the bllef of members.; of 
the 
committee that a law based upon cer- 
tain well defined principles with coni- 
pensatlon without litigation, and would 
cost the employer little. If ^ y 
nioré 
than the operation of the present jaw 
costs. 
It is suggested that , the . law 
first 
be made to apply to public util- 
ities and the more dangerous employ- 
ments, and It is proposed that it con- 
tain 
the 
following 
provisions: 


That the 
employers 
and emptoyea 
shall be encouraged by contract to pay 
and to take compensation for accidents 
measured by reasonable statutory'reg- 
ulations and payable from time to tima 
In the place of wages lost and fe tha 
manner of a pension. 


In the absence of agreements 
the 
.compensation shall be fixed by statute 
and be measured by the wage earàinar 
power which Is destroyed or dimin- 
ished. 


In cases in court the comi>ensatloii 
shall be paid, not in a lump sum,, but 
in annual Installments. 


In 
the 
absence 
of 
insurance the 
compensation shall be a 
preferential 
lien upon the i>roperty of the employ- 
er. Inferior only to taxes and collectible 
summarily. 


Liability insurance shall be author- 
ized, regulated and controlled by the 
state. 


That so far as necessary te^ obtain 
and retain these reforms the "fellOWT 
servant" rules 
and 
rules concerning 
contributory negligence and 
assump- 
tion of risk shall be repealed. 


It is expected by those familiar with 
the situation that trades unionists and 
others also will appear Hefore the gen- 
eral assembly with proposals; for legla- 
latiqh on this subject and that thtre 
win be ¿8 strong 
opposition to any 
very progressive type of legislation on 
the subject as thers has been, in the 
past.

The driver, whose name was not ob 
t a i ^ d . by the police, was 
piloting 
coal wagon through the streets 
and 
paying no attention to the traffic ordì 
nance,which was put in force Saturday 
He told thè officer to go to some place 
where coal or some other fuel abounds 
in great plenty and added that he had 
been driving about these streets all his 
life and he knew what he was doing. 


At the end of his little speech the 
patrolman grabbed him and took him 
lo police 
headquarters, 
where 
Chief 
^ e n Elliott told him a few things and 
convinced him that the new order of 
tilings is here to stay and added that If 
hè gave a n y more -iack talk to a mem 
ber of the finest he would be locked 
up. 
He changed his views and 
was 
let go. 


Policemen Had Busy Time. 


Patrolmen assigned to traffic duty at 
t h e principal downtown street corners 
had their troubles 
Saturday. 
People 
who had been accustomed to driving 
through the 
streets, stopping 
when 
they saw fit and without any regard 
for the comfort or convenience of oth- 
e r s , were brought up short and 
told 
how the new law works. 


Some of them were willing to be in- 
structed and promised they would help 
the force in its efforts to 
maintain 
some sort of order, but the majority 
considered 
interference 
an 
infringe- 
ment upon personal liberty and were 
ready to scrap with the police. 


There was more or less confusion, 
' which was expected, but as a rule bet- 
ter order was preserved than has ever 
been seen on the streets of the city 
and a few weeks will pi*obably And 
conditions adjusted 
to 
the 
recently 
enacted "rights of the road" law. 


Told to Use Judgment. 
Patrolmen 
wère 
instructed 
when 
they went on duty to use good judg- 
ment and to make no arrests unless 
they found it 
absolutely 
necessary 
This will be the plan for the next few 
4ays and then more stringent 
meas- 
yrep will be taken unless drivers fall 
In line and carry out the 
provisions 
laid down for their guidance. 


The greatest difficulty was encoun- 
tered in giving drivers to understand 
that they must 
stop with the 
right 
Bide of their vehicles next to the curb 
Slany of them argued that they could 
Bee no particular benefit to themselves 
or the public in this, but the officers 
declined to debate the question 
and 
told drivers they could either get in 
right or go over and explain the mat- 
ter to the chief. 


This sort of thing generally had the 
pCfect desired and brought the 
argu- 
ments- to; sudden 
closes. 
Patrolman 
6pillner w a s placed a t Berry and Barr 
iitreets and he had plenty to do. 
Mar- 
ifcet wagons with women in charge gave 
the officer more opportunities to ex- 
plain the law than the men did. 


The 
female 
contmgent 
apparently 
had a more sacred regard 
for 
their 
rights than the men folks and not one 
of them was persuaded to keep to the 
right until several sections of the ordl- 
flance 
had been dissectcd 
and 
con- 
strued for their special benefit. 


Will Enforce the Law. 
Chief Elliott said that he would see 
the law enforced, but added that 
he 
fjhped 
to do so without any 
arrests, 
^ e éxpects that for the first few days 
tó» men would meet with great diffi- 
culty, but believes that as soon as the 
benefits of- 'a systematic conduct 
of 
traffic is 
demonstrated 
the 
trouble 
tsrlll he a t an end.

Protesting against the dismissal of 
the charge of an attempt to Intimi- 
date voters which was lodged against 
their client on election day, attorneys 
for Senator Stephen B. Fleming sougiit 
before 
United States 
Commissioner 
T. J. Logan Saturday 
an 
opportun- 
ity to establish their contention 
that 
the action against Mr. Fleming 
was 
malicious, 
false and 
wholly 
unwar- 
ranted and that it was designed to in- 
jure his business and social reputation 
and standing. 


They made a fight to get Walter S. 
Cramblett, who filed the aflldavit, into 
court In order that they might 
ex- 
amine him, declaring that they would 
waive all legal technicalities and 
fight 
the case out fairly and squarely upon 
Its essential facts as established 
by 
testimony of witnesses. 
Commission- 
er Logan, however, entered a dismissal 
of the case by direction of the Unite-j 
States 
district 
attorney, 
after 
Mr. 
Fleming's attorneys 
filed 
a 
written 
protest against the dismissal of 
the 
case until it should be probed to the 
bottom. 
They sought, It was declared, 
not to 
evade 
the 
case 
upon 
any 
grounds, technical or otherwise, 
and 
contended strongly for an examination. 
Commissioner 
Logan 
held, 
however, 
that with the motion for dismissal filed 
by the United States attorney, it was 
not within his province to hear testi- 
mony, and the case ended in dismis- 
sal. 


Aftermath of Election. 


The case is the outcome of an Inci- 
dent a t the polls In the rolling mill 
precinct on election day, when 
Sen- 
ator Fleming, Morris King and Henry 
Dehner 
were 
arrested 
b y " United 
States Deputy Marshal A. R. Walter-, 
charged with intimidating voters. 
It 
was alleged in an affidavit 
filed 
by 
Walter S. Cramblett that the defend- 
ants sought to prevent Wasla 
Nilka 
and John Diok, alleged to be citizens 
of the Uniter 
States, 
from voting. 
Cramblett, who filed the affidavit, is 
said to be an attorney who recently 
located in Fort Wayne, but who 
is 
now employed by Weil- Brothers. Sen- 
fsitor Fleming and 
his 
co-defendants 
each gave bond in the sum of $1,000 
and the case was set for prellniinary 
hearing - before ComRtJssJoiicr 
Logan 
today.

District 
Attorney 
Charles W . Miller, a t Indianapolis, had 
been called 
to the 
case," and 
after 
looking Into It he directed thife the 
prosecution be dismissed,' the inference 
being that the evidence did not prom- 
ise to sustain the contentloij^s of the 
affidavit. 
Several days ago Conimls- 
sloner Logan gave attorneys for the

as W. S. Cramblett, who, as far as 
this defendant is able to discover, is a 
stranger in the city of Fort 
Wayne, 
is irresponsible, and made this affida- 
vit charging this defendant and his co- 
defendants with the serious offense set 
out in the affidavit, at the time know- 
ing that 
the 
charges 
therein 
made 
were absolutely and wholly false, and 
as this defendant is advised, informed 
and believes, was induced to make the 
affidavit at 
the instigation 
of 
some 
other 
person 
or 
persons 
who 
were 
themslves unwilling to assume the bur- 
den of making the same, 
and'whoso 
identity has not as yet been disclosed 
in these proceedings. 


"This defendant further 
represents 
to the court and says, that if the cause 
is dismissed 
without 
a hearing 
and 
without a full, fair and honest investi- 
gation of the same, suspicion might be 
left in the minds of his friends, ac- 
quaintances 
and 
business 
associates 
that he had committed some act or 
done something which justly subjected 
him to the condemnation of law abid- 
ing citizens and right thinking

whereas'in truth and in fact the said 
;defendant affirms that he is wholly in-

Little Catholic Church at 
Bertrand Famous in 
Pioneer History. 


South Bend, Ind., Nov. 19.—The lit- 
tle Catholic church at Bertrand, near 
here, which is famous in northern In- 
diana history, may 
be restored 
and 
converted 
into 
a 
memorial to 
the 
priests and sisters 
who worked for 
many years among the Indianis as mis- 
sionaries during the early part of the 
last century. 
The building is now in 
ruins. The church was erected in 1836. 
The proposed 
restoration 
is 
planned 
for 1912, when the centennial of the 
town is.to be celebrated. 


The Betrand church is an interesting 
figure 
in 
the 
early 
history 
of 
this 
section of the state. 
It was not only 
the place of worship and the home of 
the early Indian missionaries, but it 
marks the location of a once prosper- 
ous village, w^hich now exists only in 
memory. 


Built by Missionaries. 


The French missionaries came into 
northern Indiana as early as 1675, ac- 
cording to old legends. 
In 1759 the 
priests were carried to Quebec by a 
body of English soldiery and for many 
yearns the Indians were without relig- 
ious instruction from the missionaries. 
Finally the old chief, Poka^on, jour- 
neyed to Detroit, where he begged that 
a priest be sent to his peopl^, who, in 
the meantime, had kept alive the pre- 
cepts and teachings 
of 
the 
"black 
robes," as they called the missionaries. 
The town of Betrand was established 
in 1812. 
The Rev. Stephen Badin, the 
first Catholic priest ordained in Amer- 
ica, was the first pastor. 


Father Badin did not confine his la- 
bors solely to the one parish and 
a 
mission established by him later was 
the foundation on which the Univers- 
ity of Notre Dame was built. Sisters 
who came to Bertrand In 1844 later 
founded St. Mary's academy. 


The town was established by Joseph 
Bertrand. who was exiled from France 
because of political trouble. 
He came 
into the wilderness as a fur trader, but 
married a Pottawattomie Indiain wom- 
an and settled here. 


Town Prospers, Then 
Declines. 
This marriage, with the fact 
that 
most of the tribe had been taught the 
Christian religion by the earlier mis- 
sionaries, 
meant 
much 
for the 
new 
town and in time it consolidated with 
the Pottawattomie 
village ruled 
by 
Chief Pokag<m. 
The village prospered 
until about 1845, when its decline com- 
menced. South Bend became the coun- 
ty seat and 
took 
away 
the village 
trade, and with the establishment of 
the Catholic schools at Notre 
Daine 
and St. Mary's the religious activities 
were transferred elsewhere. 


The- town, of Bertrand w?ts the oldest 
in this section, and In its prosperous 
days it bade fg-ir to become the me- 
tropolis of two states. It once had two 
taverns and eight stores and the popu- 
lation- is estimated a t one thousand. 


When the decline started^ the popu- 
lation dwindled rapidly. 
Most of the 
old Indians died and are burled In the 
Bertrand 
cemeterj', ; which 
still 
re- 
mains. 
The graveyard Is the oldest .'n 
this section of the country and hun- 
dreds are buried there.-

TAKIW<3 THE BODY HOME. 


Astapova, Nov. 21.—A special train 
bearing the body of Count Leo Tolstoi 
to Yasnaya Poliana, the family estate 
in the "government of Tula, left here 
at 3:05 o'clock this afternoon.' 
The 
countess and the other members of the 
family and intimates who were here 
when the author died yesterday ac- 
companied the body and the newspaper 
correspondents 
were also 
accommo- 
dated on the train. 
A halt for the 
night will be made at 
the 
railway 
junction at Gorbatchevo and tlie train 
is due at Seaseika, the station near 
Yasnaya Poliana, early tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. 
The distance from the depot 
to the Tolstoi home is not great, and 
tlie casket, according to Russian^ cuB- 
tom, probably will be borne to 
the 
house on the shoulders of the mourn- 
ers. 


Since early morning 
the 
countess 
had sat in 
the 
stationmaster's 
hut 
where her husba»d died with her head 
bowed upon the casket and weeping. 
She appeared not to notice the defile 
of peasants admitted to 
the 
death 
chamber-a»d^quitted her positionlmly 
when M. Gunsberg, the sculptor, came 
to take a death mask. 


Leonid G. Pasternak, 
the 
portrait 
painter sketched the scene. 


The body reposed 
in a plain 
oak 
coffin at the foot of which a wreath of 
fir, emblematic of 
immortality, 
had 
been placed. The platform of the rail- 
way station was 
covered 
with 
flr 
boughs spread by the peasants of the 
neighborhood. 


The stationnmster has consented to 
the transfer of his humble ^ o m e in 
which the count died to Yasnaya Poli- 
ana, where, together with its furniture. 
It will become a part of the proposed 
Tolstoi museum. 


DEATH OF TOLSTOI. 


Astapova, Nov. 21.—The crowd that 
gathered around the hut where Count 
Tolstoi died early yesterday morning 
awaited breathlessly a verdict of Dr. 
Thtchurovsky and Dr. UsofC, two of 
the leading heart specialists of Mos- 
cow, who had been 
hurriedly 
called 
into consultation. 
The 
former 
had 
carried Tolstoi safely through a sim- 
ilar crisis in 1901 in Crimea and hopes 
of the people rested on him. 


The examination was brief, lasting 
less than half an hour. 
Tolstoi failed 
to recognize either of the physicians 
and asked: 
"Who are 
these 
stran- 
gers?" 


When informed he said: 
"What fine 
men!"

In spite' of their natural reluctance 
to spread 
discouraging 
reports, 
the 
consulting physicians 
could 
not see 
their way to hold out a ray of hope. 
However, they hoped to

His heart succumbed shortly after 
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he h^d. Issued from under the influ- 
ence of an Injected stimulant. He died 
without regaining . consciousness. . In

would not release his grasp. She called 
loudly from where she sat.

sicians injected camphor, which had 
an almost immediate effect in relieving 
the pressure^ Tolstoi soon raised his 
head and then drew himself up to a 
sitting position. 


Mind on Sufferers. 
When he had recovered his breath 
he said: 
"There are millions of people 
and many sufferers in the world. ,Why 
be always anxious about me?" 


Coüntess Tolstoi was admitted 
to 
the sick room for the first time Satur- 
day night, l ^ t - h e r husband failed to 
recognize her. 
She had hastened to 
his bedside when she learned .several 
days a g ^ t h a t his illness was serloust 
but the physicians had deemed it ad- 
visable that she .J)e kept away from 
the count, fearing that her presence 
might cause the patient emotion. 


Tolstoi, accompanied 
only 
by Dr. 
Markovitsky, left his home at Yasnaya 
Poliana for the purpose of ending his 
days in solitude to which he more and 
more Inclined during his latter years. 
His pilgrimage led him to the mon- 
astery at Shamardin, in the province 
of Kaluga, where he remained ,as the 
guest of his sister Marie, who Is a nun 
in the cloister. 


Learning that^Jite-fétreat had been

Spe- 
cialists were calleó from Moscow and 
other places,.but notwithstanding their 
utmost efforts the heart of the great 
Russian responded but feebly to the 
restoratives and stimulants 
adminis- 
tered. 


On Saturday the attacks olj heart 
failure increased alarmingly and many 
hours prior to the end the physicians 
had given up all hope.

All alike stood spellbound, knowing 
that a matchless personality was de- 
parting as the Sunday dawn dispelled 
the f o g ^ raw November night.

If t h a t has not been at- 
tended to, spread a layer of newspaper 
over your ^kitchen table t o

after cleaning, then put on your big 
apron, roll up your sleeves and give 
your best enQeavors to these important 
preliminaries.

small kitchn knife, look over yQ;ur bird 
carefully, draw out all pin feathers be- 
tween the knife blade and yoar thumb. 
Then light the gas flame, or if yaa burn 
coali, light a twisted newspaper from 
the coals and singe every vestige of 
liair or down. 
If the tendons have not 
been. removed, cut through the skin a 
little below the leg joint.

God is not going to give us the Spirit 
merely that we may come to meetings 
and sing ourselves into ecstasy—into 
a sweet frame of mind. It is delightful 
to spend mornings and afternoons con- 
templating the Spirit, and to be lifted 
up to the "celestial mountains." 


After the war, we had a convention 
in the west to see what we could do 
to keep the Christian commission and 
carry 
the 
spiritual 
Are 
into 
our 
churches. I heard Dr. Kirk in one of 
the western cities speak for about five 
minutes. 
He opened his address by 
carrying us into heaven and giving us 
a picture of it. 
I said, "That's the 
finest thing I ever ,heard." 
But he 
paused an(d said. "My friends, that's 
not 
what 
we < are 
here 
for. 
We 
have 
come 
to 
decide what 
R-e 
will 
do 
to 
have 
the 
world converted." 
I have never for- 
gotten that part of his speech. It Is a 
real delight to be on the Mount of 
Transfiguration with Moses and Elias 
and John and James and the Master. 
It's a great thing to get in company 
with the holy ones who have passed on 
before. But you remember when the 
Master «ame down from the Mount of 
Transfiguration he f0und a man pos- 
sessed of devils, and something had to 
be done there. 


"Why (s My Neighbor?" 


Now, we want to go into our cities 
and go to work, and I have selected 
one of Christ's parables, and I think 
It ought to be read in all our churches, 
too, once in thirty days at least, until 
We get woke up. It is the tenth chap- 
ter ef Luke, the twenty-fifth verse: 
"Behold, a certain lawyer stood up, 
a.nd tempted him, saying: 
Master, 
what shall I do to inherit eternal life? 
He said unto him. What is written in 
the law? How readest thou? And he 
»nswering, said. 
Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all they soul, and with all thy 
strength, and with all thy mind; and 
thy neighbor as thyself. And he said 
unto him, Thou hast answered right: 
Ihis do, and thou shalt live. But he, 
willing to justify himself, said unto 
J^esus, And who is my neighbor?" 


Who is my neighbor? 
The church 
has J)een a long while hnding that out. 
"And Jesus said, • • » Qq, and do 
Ihou 
likewise." 
Very 
plain 
In- 
structions, 
isn't 
it? 
If 
you 
have 
received 
an 
unction 
from 
the 
Holy 
One, 
and 
have 
been 
inointed, go out and find some poor, 
wounded man, and you will find that 
the power of God will be right there 
on the spot. After you, yourself, have 
become filled, God will meet you in 
the work. 
I don't know when Elisha 
got the anointing—I think on the way. 
Then do some work for God, by the 
power of the Master. 


Now, you will notice that 
Christ 
brings four men before us: that law- 
^'er, 
that 
croaker (that's 
what 
he 
was), 
that skeptic, that 
man 
who 
didn't believe. 
You know that Christ 
was heaven-sent to do God's work. 
He brought out these four men: the 
first man was the v.-ounded man, who 
had been stripped by thieves; the next 
was a priest; the next a Levite; the 
next a Samaritan. 
Now, it is a good 
thing to note and to look at these four 
men. 
That Jew—he had gone from 
Jerusalem down to Jericho. 
Probably 
he had some business down there and 
misfortune overtook him. You will find 
lots of them in any city; lots who have 
had misfortune and who have need ol 
our help. 
The priest came down that 
way. 
Probably he stood high; prob- 
ably ihe 
officiated at his work In 
Jerusalem«as well as any of the rabbis; 
and if w e W d him now we would call 
him the Rev. Levi, D. D.. LL. D. Very 
high sounding! I don't know, but per- 
haps he said, as he saw that poor Jew, 
"Poor fellow! I pity him. If he was 
back In my parish, I'd look after him; 
but- I've not been appointed to look 
after men 
between 
Jerusalem 
and 
Jericho!" 


I once asked a man to pronounce the 
benediction, and he said he wasn't in 
his own parish and couldn't do it. And 
I felt sorry for him. What makes John 
Wesley the mighty man he was? Be- 
cause he said, "The world is my par- 
Isij." 


Never stop to ask whether. It is a 
Jew or a Gentile; he is 
your 
own 
brother, iand he needs help. I have no 
doubt that that man's religion was all 
up in his head. 
That made him so. 
"high," so "empty"—not being in his 
heart, but In his head. 
The idea that 
he coul0 see that Jew there suffering 
and dying, and say no word! 
There 
might have been a spring near by, but 
he never got him a drop of water. He 
"passed by, oh the other side." 
"Let 
him die; he's nothing to nie!" 


The Unavaiing Cry for Help. 


A few years ago there was a man 
who fell Into the. water through thQ 
Ice, and a gentleman living on jthe 
shore (It was a cold and bitter nl^ht 
In''winder) heard that man's cry for 
help. He said, "I don't want to be dis- 
turbed this, cold night, but I feel pity 
for t^e feUow." But the man dropped 
into the water and died; and neixt day 
It v/jaLS found c«ut that that man had 
dope a meap. contemptible thing, and 
they hounded him out of town. They 
ouirht 
have done It, ought they not? 
But we hear the cry of the poor—lots 
of wounded fellows, lost for time and 
tot eternity—and we "pass by on the 
..•fde." "He doesn't belong to my 
.'l 
"He.,isn't a, Methodist, and 
I look after Mi^th- 
ttiefSiaptisei; 
them look 
• Or' the ''Bfcpilit?- gayi» iP. 


"He is a Congregationalist; 
let 
the 
Congregationalists look after him." I 
am so tired of these names! 
Let the 
Lord sweep them out of the way. A 
man says, "You don't want to help a 
Jew or a Catholic, do you?" I say. if a 
man is in trouble help him! 
Would 
to God we could be broadened out a 
little! 


He passes on. Perhaps he was going 
to dedicate a synagogue and he must 
hasten down there; he must attend to 
his ecclesiastical duties. 
We've got 
so 
many 
of these things that we 
haven't time to do the Lord's work. I 
woke up when they put me on so many 
committees that I mu%t dodge around 
this corner and that. 
I believe there 
are many men who would be a power 
in the community if they would "get 
off." 
Really, for saving souls they 
haven't time. 
That's where they are 
The priest was all right, and perhapi 
he was on important committees in 
Jerusalem and Jericho; but there was 
a man who needed help, and he ought 
to have gotten his arm under him and 
lifted him up. That was his first busi- 
ness. 
Nothing more important than 
saving men. Help him up! 


The Sin of Selfish Indifference. 


A Levite came to him. He would be 
a deacon in New Engla'tad—a deacon or 
a church warden. He had ^ different 
turn of mind. He took a look at him. 
He looked at him; but he, too, passed 
by on the other side. 
The 
Levite 
stopped and looked at hinff 
I don't 
know but he put his hand in his pocket 
and said, "1 pity him. 
I k^ow him. 
He lives in a back street. 
He has a 
wife and ten children." 
We call it a 
dark day when the "breadwinner" Is 
taken away. Perhaps he added, "I'll go 
down to Jericho and see if I can't gei 
a committee—we'll call It the Jerusa- 
lem and Jericho committee'—to look 
after.wounded Jews between Jerusalem 
and Jericho; and I will give five dollars 
as a salve to my conscience." And not 
only that, but the publisher olf the 
Jerusalem Times or the Jericho Her- 
ald gets out a great, flaming notice, 
saying that "The Honorable Levite got 
up a society to look after wounded 
Jews." Or perhaps he says, "I'll see If 
I can't get some leading men of the 
Sanhedrim to aid. 
It's a 
burning 
shame that a man can't go down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho without falling 
among thieves." 


I 
remember 
when 
the 
Woman's 
Temperance union used to have meet- 
ings ail over the city to get men out 
of the awful drink habit. 
They got 
them on their feet, and they're stand- 
iii? today. 
They did a great *eal of 
this thing. 
And we speak of getting 
the legislatures to legislate this thing 
out, but it'll be a long time before the 
politicians save this country. 
I am 
anxious ! about the church. 
Get the 
church right. We have all we can at- 
tend to when we get the men Into the 
church. 
Let the politicians go. but 
get the men to the churches. 
Our 
weapons are not carnal. 
This man 
passed by and nsA^er gave a drop of 
water—not a kind word. 


It is easy to sit and listen to these 
things and to talk about this priest 
and that Levite; bu I'll find ten thou- 
sand 
priests 
and 
Levltes, 
refined 
Levites, to one Samaritan. 
They're 
mighty scarce. 
How may times It Is 
asked, "Can you get us a drawing min- 
ister?" 
A drawing minister! 
What 
we want Is drawing church members. 
You aren't going to draw. Put a man 
at the end of the pew, and then put a 
worklngman in that pew, and the pew- 
owner says, "What did you put that 
man In my pew for? I pay fifty dol- 
lars for that pew." And that pew has 
been half empty for five j'^ears; and 
the sexton gets a blowing up for put- 
ting that man In it. "We want to be 
i-espectable In the church; that's what 
we want!" they 
say. 
Talk 
about 
finances and obstacles. No obstacles In 
God's way! "Go thou and do likewise," 
and you'll r e ^ h the workingmen. 


The ¿heerful Samaritan. 


Then comes along the Samaritan. 
Now, If there was a man that the Jews 
detesfed It was a Samaritan; and we 
know that the Samaritan was the only 
man under heaven who could not be- 
come a proselyte of the Jewish faith. 
The Jews would not buy or sell with a 
Samaritan. Now the Jew has a mighty 
poor opinion of a man if he won't self 
to him—If he can't make anything out 
of him. Not only that, but he would 
dig his grave so deep that when Ga- 
briel blows his trumpet, he couldn't 
hear a sound. You need'nt laugh. You 
are just as bad as the Jews—just as 
bad! 
Just as prejudiced right along. 
I was In California some time ago and 
a Chinaman walked up the street quiet-, 
ly, and one of the hoodlums took him 
by his queue and pulled him over tho 
sidewalk and meant to kill him. I said, 
"That man never did you any harm." 
He said, "That dog hasn't got a stiul." 


I heard a good thing to illustrate this 
prejudice. 
A colored woman got Into 
a car and sat down near an Irlrti wom- 
an, who drew up her skirts, and by- 
and-by a Chlnamaii got In and sat 
down near the colored woman, and'she 
drew up her skirts: We're a bad lot, 
the whole of us! Easy enough to talk 
about the Jews not liking the Samari- 
tans, but there's a good deal of that 
feeHng around. 
Do you suppose the 
Lord will ask, when you come up to 
heaven, ; whether you come , from the 
aristocratic «¿ctlon or whether you are 
a- Jew, a GTentile, Catholic or. Protes- 
tant? 
Let's get above these things. 


I see that Samaritan going along: 
He has a bHght face—a sunny face— 
he goes along whistling on his beaai. 
The priest and Levite wouldn't-look 
at him out ; of his eye. ^Hp hears, the 
dying groan'« apd dismounts at once, 
and goes Into'the bushl and there's the 
man dying.'' lie sees at once he is a 
"son of Abra^m," . If he.had been'llke 
some, folks, he would say, 'I'll give that 
fellow a good lecture; I'll give him'; a 
piece of - my ,mind ^ today and .hejp him, 
by and by. , I'll give hlftj a draft, of 
vln^ar aild^pour oil Into his wounds, 
after 
. him a 


jfipib ^ 
c t i m ' m 
Siixi^^tinB! 


I'll help you, but I want you to under- 
stand that you deserve our treatment." 
Have we any of that kind, of people 
here? 


Help First—Criticise Afterward. 


There was a gentleman in Chicago 
who "always used to give me a good 
blowing up. Always—^but he gave me 
a check afterwards; he always gave 
me the blowing up before he gave me 
the rest. 
Some people carry a bottle 
of vinegar, and wonder why people 
aren't drawn towards them. 
It's 
a 
wonder, isn't it? That good Samaritan 
didn't bring out the vinegar; he didn't 
stop to ask this fellow's pedigree; he 
didn't ask where he came from and 
where he was going. "The man is dy- 
ing." he said, "and needs help. 
I'll 
attend to his needs and get him up.' 
Don't ask questions and discuss with 
those fellows who want to criticise you. 
Get the man out of the pit and let the 
croaking go. 
The Samaritan didn't 
read a manuscript forty minutes long. 
There's a class of men who think the 
world is going to be uplifted by manu- 
script. 
You've 
got 
to have great 
manuscripts. Yes, but "we want a few 
sermons with hands and feet. 
We 
want something besides written manu- 
scripts. 
Now, that poor fellow didn't 
want 
written manuscripts or essays 
just 
then. 
He didn't care anything 
about the "origin of sin" 
just 
then. 
That good 
Samaritan 
might 
have 
pulled out a manuscript and said,'"I'll 
tell you how sin came Into the world." 
"No; I'm dying." "But let me tell yo^u 
the origin of sin." 


I said to a young man at Northfield, 
"Go out and do work for God. 
Start 
out. You've got wealth enough. Study 
the way of salvation in the Bible; make 
it plain; expound the Word throughout 
this whole land. That's what this na- 
tion needs." 
"Well." he said, "I'd like 
to do it, but I've not had much encour- 
agement in our university this year. 
We've been this whole year trying to 
find out who wrote the Pentateuch." 
Think of a university spending a whole 
college year trying to find out who 
wrote the Pentateuch! 
I'm ashamed 
and disgusted with the whole thing! 
What did that poor Jew man want 
then? 
Did he want a volume of ser- 
mons? 
Not by a 
good 
deal. 
He 
wanted oil on his wounds. 
He didn't 
want a lecture. 
People aren't going 
to save this world by lectures. 
He 
wanted oil, sympathy, and something 
to keep him from dying. And in that 
country, where the hot rays of the sun 
poured in upon him, he wanted his 
wounds bound up. I don't know where 
the good Samaritan got his bandages. 
Men don't carry bandages with them. 
I think he must ha%-e torn his gar- 
ments. He tpok more prejudice out of 
that Jew in thirty minutes than ever 
was done before in all the history of 
the world. There are lots of skeptics. 
How shall we get the prejudice out of 
them? By acts of kindness. Help the 
fellow that's down, and he'll believe 
that you've got something that's worth 
having. 


How many times a man has been 
disarmed by acts of kindness! 
I don't 
believe there is a man in all the states 
but can be reached by that. 
Don't 
you think it would pay? 
I think so. 
But I'm so tired and sick of people all 
the time finding fault. Man! 
If you 
can do better, go and do it! 
These 
cities are to be redeemed, or else we 
are going to pieces. The fact that you 
don't take up a paper in which you 
don't read of a "hold-up" and some 
murder or suicide. 
Oh! 
Church of 
God, awake and hasten to the rescue! 
If a man falls down between Jerusa- 
lem and Jericho, let's go and help him. 
Men are down with lust and passion 
and whisky, and we've got a remedy. 
Thank,God for a remedy, and we want 
to stand with the Remedj". 


Let me get back to that Samaritan. 
He gets the wounded Jew on his own 
beast 
and 
he 
foots it. 
"My! 
He 
goes afoot, and lets me ride!" says the 
poor fellow. He gets him to the inn. 
The churches should be inns to help 
the poor man. I pity the.minister who 
don't give him a welcome. 


Twenty-one years ago Dr. Gordon 
took twenty-six drunkards 
into 
his 
church, and only a few backslid. Most 
of them stayed. If ministers did this, 
wouldn't these be saved? 
They want 
to be delivered. They think there's no 
power in earth and heaven to save 
them. 
Man! 
Haste with the Gospel, 
and tell them there's hope. What's to 
hinder every church to open its doors 
and get them in, and stand by them, 
and help them? That's what we want 
Thousands of these men can be saved 
and become ornaments to society, a 
comfort to their wives and children, if 
the church will help t'nem. 


He took him to the Inn, and sat up 
with him all night; and the next morn- 
ing the man was a good deal better; 
he'd had a good night's sleep; getting 
well fast, like piagic. 
That's "faith 
healing." 
That's the kind of faith I 
believe In. Yes. And then he said to 
the inn-keeper, 
"How m'uch will It 
cost?" 
And he put his hand in his 
pocket and paid the bill. 
Two-pence. 
That meant a good deal in those days. 
And he said, "Take care of this man. 
I'll be responsible. 
I will pay. 
Don't 
let that man want for anything." The 
Jew bent over And said, "Won't you let 
me kiss you?" 
My! 
That's the first 
Jew that ever kissed a 
Samaritan! 
The prejudice against the Samaritan 
had gone for time and eternity. 
And 
there's no philosophy can make me be- 
lieve he wasn't a good 
Samaritan! 
Wasn't he a good Samaritan? 
Did 
you ever meet one? It's a good thing 
to me^t a Samaritan—a good one.>

It may

fail to carry out their plans when the 
longed-for opportunity comes; but that 
is not because wealth changes them. 
Whoever Is sincerely unselfish and a 
lover of his kind will be doing day by 
day what he can nov,- with what he has 
now; and whoever is cultivating that 
habit In his life will not be suddenly 
transformed into 
selfishness 
by the 
coming of greater wealth.

(From the Christian Herald.) 


Let those who read 
this 
lesson, 
either stand In front of the clock or 
have a watch in hand to turn the hands 
as each Incident Is given connected 
with the arrest anH trials of 
Jesus. 
(Not only the trial before Caiaphas will 
be noted, but the other trials as well, 
as no other lesson Is 
assigned 
for 
them). Between midnight and 1 o'clock 
Friday mornipg. Judas with his band 
comes to the Garden of'Gethsemane, 
arrests Jesus and takes him'to the pal- 
ace of the high priest. 
"Then all of 
the disciples left him and fled" (Matt. 
26:56 R. V.) 
But Peter followed him 
afar off" (v. 58.) We read of one, not 
an apostle, who continued with him: 
"A certain young man followed with 
him, having a linen cloth cast about 
him (his upper garment) and they laid 
hold on him, but he left the linen cloth 
[cloak] and fled naked" (without the 
upper garment). 
This is the account 
Mark gives of himself (Mark 14:51-52.) 
Mark's presence Is to be explained by 
the probability that Judas with his 
band went first to the house of Mark, 
where he thought Jesus and the apos- 
tles were still at the supper. 
Un- 
doubtedly 
Mark 
followed from his 
home Judas and his band as they pro- 
ceeded to Gethsemane. 


Christ Before the High Priest. 


Towards 2 o'clock Friday morning. 
Jesus was brought by Judas and his 
band to the palace of the high priest. 
The Roman soldiers, who had acted as 
hirelings, then returned to their quar- 
ters in the Castle Antonia, which was 
adjacent to the temple. 
There were 
in reality two high priests. Annas, the 
past grand— a man over seventy years 
of age. still enjoying all the dignity of 
the office and also its influence, as he 
had power to promote as his successors 
those most closely connected with him. 
And there was Caiaphas, the son-in- 
law of Annas, who was the nominal 
high priest. 
Jesus was brought both 
before Annas and Caiaphas; presum- 
ably both lived in the same palace. 


Two of the apostles followed Jesus 
to the palace of the high priest, one of 
them more closely than the other. 
In 
John's Gospel we read: 
"Simon Peter 
followed Jesus, and so did another dis- 
ciple. 
Now that disciple was known 
unto the high priest, and entered with 
Jesus Into the court of the high priest; 
but Peter was standing at the door 
without" (John 18:15-16.) 
"And so 
he who leaned on Jesus' breast at the 
Supper" (John 21:20) was 
still 
the 
closest to him in the hour of his ex- 
tremity. 
John, seeing Peter at the 
door, obtained permission for Peter to 
enter the court. 


Towards 3 or 4 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing, as the first streaks of the dawn 
were showing, Jesus was taken before 
the Sanhedrists, who were 
gathered 
together awaiting their prisoner. ÎTesus 
was their prisoner because they had 
paid Judas thirty pieces of silver to 
apprehend 
him. 
The 
Sanhedrists 
were assembled either in the house of 
Caiaphas, or In the hall of the San- 
hédrin, a part of the temple. 
Prob- 
ably they were met In the high priest's 
palace, as It was not legal to hold a 
regular meeting of the Sanhédrin dur- 
ing the night hours. 
But if the trial 
of a prisoner had gone on all through 
the day, sentence might be passed at 
night, but Tio trial might be 
com- 
menced in the night. And so we may 
consider Jesus' trial before the San- 
hédrin as a part of his trial 
before 
Caiaphas, and his final condemnation 
of him as the act of the Sanhedrists, 
members of the Sanhédrin, If not the 
Sanhédrin itself. In that trial occurred 
the terrible scenes of falge witnesses 
brought against Jesus, and the high 
priest himself becoming the chief in- 
quisitor. 
One has said: 
"Now the 
hounds of hell have their turn: 
'They 
did spit In his face and buffeted him, 
and others smote him with the palms 
of their hands.' Six fists fell on him in 
a shower, and the villains said: 
'Who 
smote thee, thOu Christ?' 
Then they 
all spat together, and asked him to 
name them one by one." "Something 
did grieve Christ more than the enemy. 
Peter cut his heart In two when he 
said three times, 'I 
know 
not 
the 
man." ' 
(Dr. Joseph 
Parker.) 
And 
what did Jesus do As far as the ac- 
tions and accusations of the high priest 
and the Sanhedrists, 
he 
"held 
his 
peace;" but he "turned and looked on 
Peter." 
It was a look of tender re- 
proach that bro.ught Peter to himself. 


Christ Before Pilate. 


In the morning about 6 o'clock the 
Sanhédrin passed sentence upon Jesus" 
that he should be put to death. 


From 6 to 8 o'clock they led him 
away to Pilate, 4he Roman governor, 
because the Sanhédrin did not have the 
Jt 
; 


power of the sword. The Jews might 
condemn, but only the Romans could 
execute. 
Pilate's judgment hall was 
probably located in the Castle of An- 
tonia. It was called "the Praetorium." 
They had to trump up a new charge 
against Jesus, for Pilate could not be 
supposed to be interested in their Jew- 
ish contentions, so they brought the 
charge to Pilate against Jesus that he. 
in. claiming to be the king of the Jews, 
was guilty of treason against Rome, 
and was a leader of sedition. But Pilate 
recognized it as wholíi^ a Jewish ques- 
tion, and suggested that they'' should 
settle it among themselves. But urged 
on by the vociferous demands of the 
Jewish authorities, Pilate proceeded to 
examine Jesus, and asked him a direct 
question, "Art thou the king of the 
Jews?" 
And Jesus replied: 
"Thou 
sayest." 


Near 8 o'clock, still on Friday morn- 
ing, Pilate sent Jesus away to Herod 
for trial, because he had been told that 
Jesus was a Galilean, and Herod was 
the ruler of Galilee. He chanced to be 
Jerusalem at 
that time. 
Herod 
looked upon Jesus as a pretender, so 
he had Jesus arrayed in a royal robe, 
and sent back to Pilate. Jesus offend- 
ed Herod by not consenting to work a 
miracle in his presence. 


The View of Pilate. 


Nearing 9 o'clock Friday morning. 
Jesus is the second time brought be- 
fore Pilate: this time Pilate held court 
outside of the Praetorium, for Jesus 
might not enter there. 
And Pilate 
wanted to make an appeal to the people 
on Jesus' behalf. He said to them: 
"I 
find no fault In him," and he proposed 
his release, giving them 
the 
choice 
whether he should release the noted 
prisoner Barabbas, a robber and a se- 
ditionlst, or Jesjis, the faultless. 
But 
they cried for the blood of Jesus, and 
although Pilate tried to wash his hands 
in lnnoce|icy, he at length delivered up 
Jesus to be crucified. Alas! 
And so 
it has gone round the world that Jesus 
suffered under Pontius Pilate. 


We have the following from Green- 
leafs "Testimony of the Evangelists" 
(Greenleaf 
being a great legal au- 
thority): 
"What Pilate lacked was 
not a correct view of the case as pre- 
sented to him. but the courage to re- 
sist the clamor of the Jews for the 
death of Jesus. He finally sentenced him 
to death, when he knew there was no 
foundation for the sentence, and this 
on his part was an act of judicial mur- 
der, making him forever infamous." 


So the case of Jesus appears in the 
Gospel narrative, which is the only 
source of our knowledge as to the 
facts. He was not guilty of blasphemy 
under the law of Closes, since he was 
divine as well as human, and as such 
had a right to assume the attributes 
and prerogatives, of the Godhead. 
He 
was» not guilty of any offense against 
the Roman authority, and Pilate re- 
peatedly so declared. 
His death con- 
sidered as the act of men and as pro- 
cured by men Is the most awful trag- 
edy of crime upon which the sun ever 
shone. 
That death, considered in re- 
lation to the purpose and appointment 
of God, and to the object for which 
Christ came Into this world, and the 
results ensuing therefrom, make it the 
most Important event that ever oc- 
curred on earth; perhaps the 
most 
important that ever occurred in the 
universe. 
What the Jews intended is 
one thing, and what God intended is 
quite another 
and 
different 
thing. 
Malignant destruction was their pur- 
pose. A glorious salvation for a guilty 
race was God's purpose. Paul's state- 
ment to the Corinthian^ fives us God's 
purpose: 
"For I delivered unto you 
first of all that which also I received: 
that Christ died for our sins according 
to the Scriptures." I. Cor.. 15:3. 


Christ Illegally Condemned. 


Proved by Dupin in 1828. after a 
calm, searching legal examination of 
the great trial: 


1. Our Lord's apprehension was il- 
legal. 


2. 
His being conducted to Annas 
was illegal. 


3. Examination at night was illegal. 
4. Ill treatment in the hall of Caia- 
phas. Illegal.

Proceeding on the fast day. il- 
legal. 


6. Caiaphas. who had been the ac- 
cuser. to be judge was illegal. 


7. Testimony of witnesses perverted 
was illegal. 


8. His own admission 
insufficient, 
and its reception Illegal. 


9. Condemnation by Jews for an al- 
leged capital offense concerning which, 
if capital, they had tried before a com- 
petent tribunal and 
accusation 
had 
failed. 


10. . Acqitted also by Herod. 
De- 
tention illegal. 


11. 
Pilate yielding to murderous 
clamor for fear of the Jews, against 
his own conscience and his wife's en- 
treaties, grossly illegal and criminal. 


12. 
Pilate's last appeal to deliver 
Barabbas admits the illegalltj- of hi« 
conduct toward Jesus. 


13. 
All subsequent Indignities anij 
execution on Calvary, violation of tho 
law and constitution. 


14. Scarlet robe, crown of thorns, all 
illegal.

We^ 
learn from him how great and noble i 
and grand it is to suffer and be still,: 
and how much greater and grander^ 
and nobler it Is to be still than it Is to ^ 
answer back or strike back.

Next year will be the tercentenary 
of the issue of the authorized version 
of the Bible, and already preparations' 
are being made to celebrate the event 
in fitting fashion.

devoted men, who began their labors 
in 1604, and this Bible, as we know it 
today, was issued to the public In 1611. 
The revised version was completed in 
1885, and the American Standard re- 
vised Bible -was^ published In 1901.'

J. Wilbur Chapman 
was born 
in 
Richmond, Ind.. on the 17th day 
of 
June, 1859. His mother died when he 
•was twelve years old and his father 
when he was nineteen. Through finan 
cial reverse at even an earlier date b 
was thrown entirely upon his own r 
sources, becoming not only responsiL 
for his own support, but in part also 
for the support of others, being the 
oldest son in a family of five children. 
Burdens heavy enough to weigh down 
an oldeV pair of shoulders were borne 
with clieerful alacrity. 
Responsibili- 
ties perplexing enough to make faint a 


m a t u r e r spirit were met with a manly 
courage and discharged with surpris- 
ing enérgy. .Those who knew and ad- 
mired the boy and young man of these 
trying years are not surprised at the 
brilliant success attending his later 
years. 


Dr. 
Chapman 
had 
a good 
start. 
Blood tells. His mother was a woman 
of rare cnltuVe, - oilucated, gifted to^ an 
unusual degree, of fine family, blessed 
with a happy^mperament and an ex- 
ceptional native refmoment. His father 
was a man of sturdy character blend- 
ed with striking gentleness and of an 
jndomnltable determination marked al- 
ways by a recognition 
of 
another's 
rifeht and his own accountability 
to 
God. He was a veritable priest in his 
own househoid. and left an impression 
•upon his clijldren which time has not 
served to efface. 
Started thus well. 
Dr. Chapman has failed nowhere to 
give a good account of his having been 
"born weli the first time." 


He pursued his academic studies in 
Oberlin college, and Lake Forest uni- 
versity graduating from the latter in 
stitutioh with the class of '79. He en» 
tered Lane "Theological seminary, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, .of which institution he 
is now an honored trustee, in the au- 
tumn of 1879, and graduated in the 
early summer of 1882. While pursuing 
his theological studies he was con- 
stantly engaged In agrarressive spiritua' 
work in the surrounding needy 
com- 
munities.. 
He went*directiy from the 
seminary to the pn atórate of the Pres- 
byterian church at Tyiberty, Ind., where 
he is still remembered and loved for 
hfs own sake and for his work's sake 
The elements of greatness character- 


istic of his later public speaking were 
apparent even in his earliest efforts. 
The 
country 
people, hearing of the 
young 
man's soul-stirring 
sermons, 
:rove for miles to hear him. 
Many a 
;cptic and an occasional infidel trace 
leir 
awakening 
to 
the 
truth 
and 
-leir conversion to young Chapman's 
preaching. 
Indeed, his entire pastoral 
life has been a series of remarkable 
successes. 


In 1883, while on a visit to a class- 
mate in Northern New York, he was 
heard by representatives of the Re- 
formed church, of Schuylerville, N. Y. 
Later he received a unanimous call to 
become pastor of this church, and ac- 
cepted it. 
Here he soon found himself 
in the midst of a great revival, during 
v.'liich scores of people came into the 
church, among them some of the most 
prominent people in the 
community 
and state. His fame sjiread. His light 
could not be hid—and he was called 
tv.o years later to the First Reformed 
church, of Albany, N. Y., one of the 
most 
aristocratic 
and 
conservative 
churches in the Empire gtate. 
The 
congregation 
had 
been looking two 
years for a pastor, and had-listei^d to 
110 candidates. 
It is worthy of note 
that out of the number they selected 
the 
youngest 
man. 
The 
selection 
proved a happy one. The young man's 
administration of the church's affairs 
was wise and signally successful. • In 
less than five years this conservative 
old Dutch congregation 
was 
tranS' 
formed into the most a-ggressive evan- 
gelistic body in the whole 
country. 
Full 500 persons were added to Its 
membership, 
the great majority 
of 
them brought from the 
world 
into 
church fellowship on profession of their 
faith. 
Throngs attended on the young 
preacher's 
ministration of the Word 
until hundreds were unable to gain ad- 
mission to 
the 
auditorium 
seating 
about 1,500. 
Sui^ay night policemen 
were put on duty to keep the car 
tracks-in front of the church clear. 


It was during the Albany pastorate 
that Dwight L. Moody said to a noted 
Scotch divine, who was one of the 
speakers at Northfield: 
"I am anxious 
for you to meet Dr. Chapman tomor- 
row, for in this young man Is wrapped 
up the hope of American evangelism."

Chicago, where for the past month 
that great city has been subjected to 
such a gospel awakening as it has not 
felt slQce the days of the great Moody. 


Preparations for the meetings here 
are practically completed and the com- 
ing of Dr. Chapman and his big corps 


of assisi-ants only, is 
awaited. 
Dr. 
Chapman and Mr. Alexander will be in 
charge of the meetings at the Prin- 
cess rink and 
able evangelists and 
splendid singers will conduct the dis- 
trict meetings in the several churches 
/Chosen for that part of the campaign. 
Some of 
the best 
P.nown Christian 
evangelists in the country are with 
Dx'. Chapman and he has a corps of 
special workers who add vastly to the 
interest and helpfulness of the meet- 
ings. 
" 


It is fifteen years since Dr. Chap- 
man last conducted evangelistic meet- 
ings in Fort Wayne, but his effective 
work at that time and the vast inter- 
est his meetings aroused and the im- 


petus he gave to ,religious activities in 
this city are well remembered. 
Mr. 
Alexander has never labored in Fort 
AVayne, but all who have kept inform-' 
ed of religious movements know of the 
great and wortliy successor to the 
mighty Sankey, 
whose name is im- 
mortal in its connection with music's 
part in soul-winning work. 
Mr. Alex- 
ander is literally known around the 
world and his power as a gospel sing- 
er can hardly be estimated. 
The oth- 
ers in the evangelistic party may be 
less widely known than the principals, 
but at the same time are noted for the 
consecration of their efforts and their 
signal success in reaching people who 
are drifting unmoored to the gospel. 


This was a significant prophesy, and 
from the lips of one 
of 
America's 
greatest evangelists. 


In 1889 Dr. Chapman received a call 
to become Dr. Arthur T. Pierson's suc- 
cessor in the Bethany 
Presbyterian 
church of Philadelphia, the church In 
which John Wanamaker, prince mer- 
chant, distinguished philanthropist and 
statesman, is an elder. 
His 
Albany 
church offered him strong inducements 
to remain; an increase in salary and 
larger liberty to engage in 
outside 
evangelistic work. 
But they 
finally 
consented to the- separation when "con- 
vinced that it was their pastor's call 
from God to a field of larger useful- 
ness. 


Dr. Chapman entered upon his duties 
at Bethany church in the winter of 
1890. 
Thus began what was perhaps 
the most remarkable pastorate, along 
evangelistic lines, in any 
church 
in 
America, if liibt in the world. 
In less 
than three years there were added to 
the church's already large membership 
eleven hundred, souls on confessjon of 
their faith, more th^n half of them be- 
ing men. 
To such a perfect state of 
organization 
was 
the ^ congregation'« 
working 
force brought, that U. was 
well high impossible for a stranger in 
attendance upon any of the services 
not to be reached In a social as well as 
a spiritual way. 
The marvelous ex- 
ecutive 
ability 
of 
this 
now 
truly 
marvelous man wis finding at last un- 
trammelled 
acope 
for 
actionr Dr. 
Chapman throughout hie entire min- 
isterial -career has always been an 
evangelist, and during this first paur 
torate 
In Bethany 
conducted 
great 
meetings 
in 
Cincinnati, 
Clevelani) 
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Jersey Citj'- and 
many 
other 
cities throughout the state. 


In the order of events it is the un- 
usual thing for the pastor of a flour- 
ishing church with more than 3,000 
active members on its roll and a Sun- 
day school of full 5,000, to sever the 
pastoral relation and enter the field 
of general evangelism. 
But the pres- 
sure from both clergymen and lay- 
men of every denomination became so 
constant and the call from scores of 
needy fields became so insistent, that 
Dr. Chapman was constrained to do 
this very thing. 
Immediately he was 
literally deluged with invitations from 
every part of the country. 
He was 
obliged to decline more calls than It 
was possible for him to accept. 
His 
engagements were made months in ad- 
vance, and in some instances a year 
ánd even two years ahead. 


After three years of this strenuous 
evangelistic campaigning 
Dr. 
Chap- 
man heeded an urgent re-call from his 
old Bethany parish In Philadelphia. In 
Bethany, having as his associates the 
Rev. Charles A. Dickey, D. D., 
t'ne 
Rev. J. C. Thompson. D. D., and the 
Rev. George Van Deurs. 
During this 
second pastorate, làeting about three 
years, the name^ W something like 
1,000 persons were ^dded to thé soil 
of membershlp, 2?4 of 
whom 
were 
added at one communion occasion. 
A 
notable feature pt Dr. Chapman's work 
duriny these years was hl^ organiza- 
tion of the men, which proved to be 
the forerunner of what is now known 
on two continents as the brotherhood. 
On any Sunday morning at 9:45 one 
could have found from 600 to 800 men 
gathered 
together 
for 
prayer 
and 
praiie. 
These men were ifrom every 
profession, 
from every vocation and 
avocation of life. 
During the three 
years of hie last pastorate In Bethany 
church 
invitations 
of 
the most flat- 
tering sort came to Dr. Chapman from 
Jîoth sides of the Atlantic to enter upon 
other lines of Christian activity—pfo- 
^feesorehlps In theological 
seminaries, 
the presidency of educational institu- 
tions and lyceum engagements. 
From 
these doors, standing invitingly open, 
this great preacher 
and 
evangelist 
turned and still 
turns 
deliberately 
away, convinced that God has set His 
seal upon him for another and specific 
work. 


In May, 1899. after serving the Beth- 
any ch]|rch for the second time. Dr. 
Chapman was called to 
the 
Fourth 
Presbyterian church, of New Tork city, 
a ohurçh. located at Ninety-first etrefst 
and West End avenue, presenting con- 
dlUons and offering dlffl{>i0j.ies entirely 
unknown'»in his Philadelphia 
parish.. 
The memberahlp had been depletWi tir 
but a handful remained. 
The oütlóok 
was. hardly encouraging; thei% were 
those Who said it would be Imffl^ijilble 
to attract and hold the people, of this 
particular section of kew YorM eity by 
the evangelistic method.

had received between 600 and 700 new 
members. 
Some of them were among 
the leading business and professional 
men of the great American metropo- 
lis. 
In this brief space, the Fourth 
Presbyterian church became easily one 
of the istrong churches socially, finan- 
cially and spiritually in the city. 


it was at this time" that the general 
assembly of the Presbyterian church 
decided upon the policy in which it was 
hoped to show what a vigorous, ag- 
gressive evangelistic effort could do for 
the whole of that body. A representa- 
tive and influential committee was ap- 
pointed with Mr. John H. 
Converse, 
Philadelphia's most distinguished lay- 
man, at its head. 
Dr. Chapman was 
made a member of 
this 
committee. 
Later he was chosen its corresponding 
secretary. 
The phenomenal success of 
the work undertaken by this commit- 
tee under its corresponding secretary's 
direction necessitated his resigning hi.* 
pastorate and devoting his entire time 
to 1 personally 
directing 
evangelistic 
meetings. For six years now this mar- 
velous work has been going bn, until 
the place of the evangelist is secured 
In and the need of evangelism recog- 
nized by this traditionally conservative 
denomination. 
Speedily the movement 
touched and stirred other denomina- 
tions. 
The calls for union effort 
In 
soul-wlnnlng became 
so 
loud 
and 
unanimous that the general assembly's 
committee 
relieved the distinguished 
evangelist from denominational work. 
And he and his immediate group of as- 
sociate evangelists and singers are giv- 
ing their time and strength to the in- 
terdenominational simultaneous evan- 
gelistic campaigns for the larger cities 
of America, and, indeed, 
throughout 
the world. Dr. Chapman is the father 


SINGS MEN'S SOULS TO SAVIOR 


CHARLES M. 
ALEXANDER.

It was in 1867 that Mr. Alexander 
was born in a log house among the 
hills of Tennessee. 
His parents were 
poor, but God-fearing, with strong mu- 
sical talents. 
Though he was born In 
a humble home, yet it was delightfully 
sijtua,ted. Speaking of the religious in- 
fluences with which he was surround- 
ed, lie said: 


"My father was.an elder in the Pres- 
byterian church, and a leader in gooc 
works. 
My mother was a consecrate^ 
woman,® full of deep piety, with 
strong practical strain. 
The only ps 
pers we took were religious ones; ai 
in the evening we would all gatl-- 
round the fireside, and mother> wou 
read 
aloud 
from 
them. 
Also, 
u 
stormy and rainy days, mother woul" 
read aloud to us children. 
She lovi ^ 
moat to read sermons, and Moody' 
sermons were our favorites. 
Sojne- 
times when she had read other ser- 
mons she would say, 'Well, now, my 
children, these are very good, but I'll 
read you some more of Moody's. 
He 
goes right to our hearts, and he bases 
what he says on the Word of God.' 


His Mother's Influence. 


"Some of the most potent influences 
in molding my life and sweetening it 
were the long talks with my mother 
on rainy days. 
While the rain was 
beating upon the roof, and the wind 
was howling in the trees outside, she 
would tell jne the stories of the chief 
Bible characters and point out the les- 
sons to be derived from them. 
She 
was full of sympathy for the poor, and 
was easily touched by the misery of 
others. She was a clear-headed think- 
er, original and practical. 
The chief 
books in our home were religious, for 
my father had a penchant for purchas- 
ing portions of 
ministers' 
libraries; 
and my earliest reading was almost 
entirely of a religious character. 


"My mother sang sweetlj\ while my 
father was famous through all the re- 
gion round about as a musical leader. 
My father purchased the first boojis of 
n^odern gospel songs that came out 
when Moody and Sankey were 
doing 
their great work. 
Then we kept get- 
ting the gospel hymns as they were 
published. 
Almost as soon as I was 
able to read anything my father taught 
me to read music. 
I well recall how 
on Sunday afternoons people 
would 
drive from far and near over the hills 
and gather on our veranda, while my 
father would lead them for hours in 
singing sacred hymns. Music thrilled 
me from earliest childliood." 


Charles was the oldest of a family 


of 
four children—three sons and a 
daughter. 
One of his brothers is in 
the ministry, 
and the other in the 
service of the government in Tennes- 
see; while his sister Is a pastor's as- 
sistant in Knoxvllle. 


Hears Sankey Sing at Knoxville. 
Mr. Alexander was sixteen years old 
when he first saw and heard Moody 
ind Sankej'. Long before that-he had 
tnown them both by reputation, and 
vas very anxious to see and hear them. 
Cow at last the great opportunity had 
ome. 
The meeting was at Knoxville, 
1 the big opera house. His heart be- 
in to thump as «Sankey came on the 
atfc-Ti and seated himself at his llt- 
j organ. 
Up in liis high position 
,-oung Alexander, with keen, watchful 
syes, followed every movement of the 
noted singer, and when he heard him 
ding, "When the Mists Have Rolled 
Away," he felt as if he were in heaven. 


When asked about his first experi- 
ence as a musical conductor. Mr. Alex- 
ander said: 
"I began my career as a 
conductor of singing while teaching a 
country school when about seventeen 
years of age. 
I developed in music 
rapidly, studied at a musical college 
for a few months,, and was then ap- 
pointed director of music in the uni- 
versity which I- had formerlj- attended. 
It was a remarkable fact that 90 per 
cent, of the students there were Chris- 
tians. and most of the music used In 
practicing and in public entertainments 
was religious. 


"I had all grades in my classea In 
the college—^about 300 In all. I alaf or- 
ganized and taught a large brass band, 
which was most popular among the 
students. 
The religious influence In 
the college was very helpful, but I did 
not obey tlie call for full surrender, 
though there was always a voice in 
my heart demanding it." 


It was at this time than an event oc- 
curred which changed the entire course 
of his life, and led him to devote his 
efforts entirely to sacred song- In ten- 
der tones Mr. Alexander tol^ of his

was 
teaching," he said. "I had a telegram

On my journey I had 
time to think, and the world changed 
in a very few hours. 
Father lived for 
a week, and during that time my out- 
j look upon the world was changing all 
' the time. 
I was looking at things in 
the light of eternltj-.

0 much It Is hard to conceive, unless 
ne must say he works and works and 
goes on working long aftéï" a less re- 
urceful màn would have reached the 
limit of prodii^on and endurance. As 
Writer and author he iiM won a place 
for himself throughout 
the Bngliah- 
speaking world. 
His first publication 
^^ as "Out of the Ivory Payees," a little 
book to stir one's heart," start 
one's 
tears and bring one Up to the plane of 
better living. Thé last book from his 
prolific pen Is his "Another Mile," a 
volume rated by competent critics as a 
classic In the realm of evangelistic lit- 
erature. In between the bringing out 
of this first and the bringing out of 
this last publication, he has given the 
world a aeries of books that have found 
a ready welcome, a large sale and a 
wide circulation. , 
In addition he has contributed to the 
jligious and secular papers articles 
thout nijinber. 
Then, too, on D. L. 
Ipody's recommendation, he promoted 
rried forward at Winona Lake, 
_ ^ for thirteen years he had a Burn- 
er home, the largest summer Bible 
school and conference for 
Christian 
workers in the world. This undertak- 
ing grew all but miraculously. In less 
than a half dozen years the attendance 
had increased from thirty-five to 5,000, 
with on special days as many as 10,000 
on'the Winona assembly grounds. 
A 
year ago Dr. Chapman resigned as di- 
rector of this great religious enter- 
[Iprlse, doing so reluctanly, and only 
' upon the urgent advice of friends, who 
thought the strain of other duties quite 
sufficient for his strength. 


It is no easy matter to build up an 
adequate estimate of a man who If 
really bringing things to pass-—spe- 
Ittlly a man of Dr. Chapman's stamp, 
ho does not seek but shrinks from the 
Ij'limelight. It is diîftciilt to say where 
the emphasis should be placed. There 
are those who say thâ.t the secret of 
Dr. Chapman's power Is to be found In 
his persuasive gentleness; others, that 
it i.? hid welhilght matchless voice, ring- 
ing on and on like the chime of silver 
bells through all the cadences of hu- 
man passion. 
There are still others 
who say that it Is due to his wonderful 
Insight Into human nature and his un- 
failing sympathy for every phase of it. 
Others açrain would say that it is his 
'ever ready flow of fervid speech, his 
fund of scriptural knowledge, his varied 
experience, his inexhaustible storr- of 
pertinent illustration. It Is all of these 
things, and yet it Is none of them. 
Th^gecret of his power is deeper. He 
i.'^^man dead in earnest, surcharged 
^""h spiritual power. He is no trick- 
r. 
His methods are the farthest 
oved from those of tha sensation- 
list. 
Both manner and method are 
transparent as day. There are no arts 
and no artifices, no parade of self, no 
demagoguery, no grand-standing, no 
mere oratory for the- sake of oratory. 
He is alwayy 
jQiaii't, but neve^', ap- 
parently, co;îs i "Jsly £0. 
He deals 
no invective 
an:; 
seidom 
or ne', c- 
excoriates. 
Now h<.- depicts sin in Its 
lurid colors. 
He does it after the 
fashion of broad art; the lines are few 
but exceedingly well chosen, as in hie 
portrayal of Judas' betrayal of Jesus : 
"When Judas 
went 
out 
to betray 
Jesus, the Bible says, 'And 
It was 
ighf! night! 
That Is sin! Why will 
you trifle with it? How can you laugh 
it It?" 
And again he paints holiness 
with all the detail of a realist. 
Noth- 
ing finer In the way of word-painting 
could ever be heard than his descrip- 
tion of Elijah's translation, and noth- 
ing could be more pathetically tender 
than his picture at the quiet hour serv- 
ice of Calvary and the suffering Savior.

President Taft may call upon 
congress at the approaching session to 
revise at least one schedule of

Aldrlch law, that covering the duties 
on wool and wool manufactures.

sideration. 
That action can be ob- 
tained at this session, however, is re- 
garded as an extremely remote possi- 
bility. 
' The tarKSe board, which has been 
gathering information bearing on the 
difference In cost

abroad, will be ready to report Its ver- 
dict upon several of 
the 
schedules 
v/lthln a few weeks. 
Of

moat Important Is that covering wool 
and wool products, the prohibitive pro- 
tection of which was branded by Mr. 
Taft himself as a tremendous Inequity. 


Investigators for the tariff 
board, 
under the special direction of Alvin H. 
Sanders, Its

been gathering 
figures 
for 
several 
months on the cost of growing wool 
and manufacturing its products in this 
and foreign countries. 
The Investiga- 
tion of the domestic industry Is prac- 
tically complete now, and It is expect- 
ed that the foreign reports will be on 
hand within a fortnight. 


Taft Eager for Experiment.

One of my porters had cut his foot on some sharp 
bit of something, and in his efforts to carry his load 
and keep pace with the others had got himself Into 
a drfeadful state before 1 was aware that b<» was in- 
capacitated. 
When I knew It I at once detailed two 
Of my men to divide Ms load, carry his arnjs and 
help him.

The Captive Americans. 


I was in command of a small party in the month 
of the year which I have mentioned and we were 
encamped on a well protected island of the great 
elver when we heard shouts from the nprth bank and 
I saw three white men, in one of whom I recognized 
a very famous character of the dongo. He had ap- 
peared about ten years before without telling any one 
of his previous life or the cause of Us^iding away in 
the Jungle and had entered on the life of a hunter 
and trader, spending all of his time with the blacks. 
He was known among white men as Nemo and among 
the blacks as Undele. The two men with him I did 
not know. 
Sending my pirogue with its crew of 
rowers I soon had <then» In camp. 


I did not speak English at that time, but Undele 
very quickly told me the story in the native tongue. 
He had been employed to guide the two Americans 
and a third friend. 
As nearly as I remember the 
rfletalls the third man, John Harris Walton by 
ii;i''ti'. liîul ixM't; 
îi' iii.'il hv i ¡i.iri » 'of irijiratidlng 
blacks and had doubtless been billed and perhaps 
eaten. The natives employed by the party bad fled, 
. leaving Undele and the two other Americans to make 
their way down river to civilization as best they 
could. 
The affair had happened only a few hours 
before and it was sheer good fortune that tbey had 
encountered my police party 


As nearly as Undele and I could determine, the at- 
tack on Walton had been made by a detachment from 
the vagrant tribe of a chief named Ugnodo Sumbah. 
who wandered here and there with about one hun- 
, dred followers, all that was left "to him of a large 
force which we had nearly wiped out five years be- 
fore. Walton had been at some distance from camp 
^ when It happened, and when thé camp blacks deserted 
; it had been plain that pursuit without a stronger force 
was useless. In that remote section. Ugnodo and his 
men would not trouble to travel far with their pris- 
oners and the stores they had stolen, and if we were 
careful we might steal .up on them that night and 
puuish them. 


As quickly asJ^, could organize a guard for my 
camp and detail a punitive .force to the pirogue we 
set off. The twenty rowers placed us just before 
sunset at the spot where the attack had occurred. 
There we found several of the blacks who had de- 
serted. 
They had come back after their panic and 
were in a very despondent, hopeless state, waiting in 
camp for something to happen. They were agreed 
that the raiders were the mcn/tjf ^gnodo ^^^ 
and 
that the party of twenty or more bad! rMipràèd the 
.river and gone up one of the tributaries. 
According 
to their reports the raldera were able warriors and 
well armed. 
' 


It was a desperate chance to take, but I decided to 
go in pursuit at once and practically yielded the com- 
mand to Undele, whose familiarity with the natives 
and with every little bit of African woodcraft made 
hiin a man to be respected in a. bunt like this. 
. Sowing-way in the pirogue was ma:de absohitely 
cléi^r so that the big fellows could get a fuU; iong 


close at hand. The rowers were commanded by a 
huge Musorongo, who stood at his full height and di- 
rected the course of the craft at times by the inclina- 
tion of ills body and again by queer hiding commands 
to the men.

, Now we swung In close to shore to get in the 
shadow of the overhanging trees, as the stage of the 
river was high, and in a few minutes crept around a 
bend and could see on the beach about two miles 
away several huge fires. As we drew nearer it was 
possible to make out black figures dancing, leaping 
and running in and out among them. When we had 
come as near as we could without danger of being 
seen we begin to hug the shore very closely and at 
last disembarked.

. sisted of four white men and five black policemen 
armed Tv-lth the best rifles. 


Carefully we crept through »the - bushes until we 
came to the iedges of the forest nearest the fire, and 
there a terrible sight met our eyes.

blacks were in the open si)ace and it was very easy to 
make out the grim figure of old Ugnodo Sumbah.

Stripped and tied to a stake was young Harris. 
He was still alive, for we saw him turn his head and 
there was a certain defiance in his attitude that sent 
a thrill through eveiy white tuan there. 
He was. 
facing death as a white man should. The men danc- 
ing about him had pricked him In a score of places 
with their weapons, and even as we watched one 
dashed forward and made a fresh wound in the arm 
with the point of an assegai. One of Harris' friends 
raised Ills rifle and would have fired if Undele had not 
repressed hlui, and signed to us to remain where we 
were. Gathering himself like a runner starting from 
a mark he dashed full into the circle of demons drunk 
with palm wine and hemp smoke, hurling them right 
and left with his mighty arms, and. facing the old 
chief, addressed him in the native tongue. 


"Ugnodo Sumbah, Is this the way you would treat 
a friend of Undele? 
Have you forgotten that you 
and I have exchanged blood and are blood brothers. 
You have sworn safety to all that I have held safe.

voice till it had the precise sound of the roar of a 
maddened beast. 
"Go! Go! Undele, or I will kill you tool" 
Undele threw his rifle half up, pressing the muzzle 
of It against the black chieftain's chest, and pulled 
the trigger. The body was literally hurled back from 
the weapon as he fell dead. 


Now pandemonium came. 
Undele emptied his 
magazine into the crowd that rushed him and then 
whipped out his Luger and put Its nine bullets into the 
bunch of them. We were a little hindered In our fire 
by the fact that both Harris at the stake and Undele 
fighting for his life were In the line of our bullets. 
The roaring volley from our guns, however, caused a 
diversion. 
The blacks, spilt into two parties. Quite 
a number fled toward the river and the othefs, rush- 
ing between Undele and the stake to which Harris 
was tied, forced the hunter back several paces, seek- 
ing to get Inside the guard of his clubbed rifle, with 
which he was laying about him right and left. 


We were lo heavily outnumbered that it was 
hardly the part of wisdom to disclose our numbers as 
long as we were firing effectively from our cover and 
the guns sounded like several times their number. 
Something had to be done at once, however, as the 
men who had fied toward the river had turned and 
one of them was rushing on Harris with an uplifted 
spear. I dropped him as he ran and dashed into the 
open, drawing my hunting knife. 


I had reached the stake and had been able to cut 
Harris partly free when attacked by three men from 
behind. Parrying the blow of one's club, I ripped the 
fellow from his waist line down Into his bin with my 
knife and sprang out of the way of another's speaii 
thrust. 
One of my Soudanese came running to my 
rescue and we got Harris loose. There were some 
big stones at the river brink, and we literally dragged 
the weakened man in among those and dropped down 
there under their scanty cover. 


My rifle had become Jammed and I began work" 
with my pistol on the blacks who had fled toward the 
river and were now returning slowly to attack us, 
thinking that we were no more than three or four in 
number. Undele was having the fight of his life and 
was contriving to retreat on my men in the grass. 
Once he was under cover of their rifles he had a 
chance to reload, and then came a little lull in the 
fighting.

Outguessing the Blacks. 


It was a very peculiar military situation. 
Our 
party was now divided. Harris and I had burrowed 
down among the big rocks on the beach and the 
others were in the long grass on the other side of the 
beach, with the bulk of the enemy working around 
behind them in the Jungle, ^nd those who had dashed 
for the river were bidden In the water, all but their 
heads, which It took sharp eyes to perceive in the 
blinding glare of the fires. 


If I bad been able to summon my pirogue from its 
hiding place down stream we could have effected a 
retreat, but now we must rejoin and fight onr way 
back toward the boat. I had learned long since that 
a native travelling on a parallel path with a white 
man through the brush will outdistance the white 
man quickly. Also It would be dltHctilt for us to 
keep together and make speed.

though we had Inflicted a terrific loss on the band 
we were still In danger of losing our own IlVos.

of them their lives. There was sufficient shelteo 
among the rocks for all of them, so at a signal from 
as the enemy had a long range for their weapons If 
using them from cover and if they rushed us they 
must come across the open beach.

The last minute of it was hand 
to hand in desperate fashion, but we got away from 
shore, and though the maddened wretches followed 
us until they were up to their armpits in water we 
were soon out of range and on our way down river., ^ 


I am glad to say that Harris recovered fully from 
the effects of his frightful experience, but no man In 
all the Congo Is any sterner in his repression of can- 
nibalism than the man who was so nearly eaten.

horror at the news from Pittsburg. 
Great riots, the 
bloodiest that had ever been known, were marking 
the railroad strike there—why, in a single day the 
rioters hud burned the great Union Station, every 
other railroad structure and every car in the place. 
That was bad advertising for a town that had none 
too many friends. 


But Pittsburg was finding herself—she Is still In 
that fascinating process of development. 
For word 
was eking our from the rough mounAlns of Western 
Pennsylvania that a little group of Spotchmen—led by

were moré lights burning at midday.

IÇ^e New York man laughed at the harbor. It re- 
minded him quite definitely of i>îewtown Creek—thait 
slimy waterway along which the trains used to pass 
in the days when Thirty-fourth street ferry was the 
gateway to Long Island. 


"We have tonnage—in this district," said the man 
who was not ashamed of his city, "and that is no idle 
dream.. You won't believe it when I leli you that 
i the freight tonnage of this pippin of a town equals 
of New York, Chicago and San Francisco put 
together—while you can put in one or two fprelgn 
, ,, capitals: for good measure, 
it's solemn truth, 
if 
you don't believe it and if you won't believe our har- 
iiormaster, look at the lines of freight x;ars for forty 
miles out on every trunk line railroad that gets In 
here. 
This Is the real gathering ground for all the 
freight rolling stock of this big land."

In a general way Pittsburg has a situation not uu- 
- 
like that of the great metropolis of the continent

The fact that Pittsburg men live outside of Pitts- 
burg goes to give to her the fourth largest commuta- 
tion service In the country. Only New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia surpasa her in this wise. One hun- 
dred and fifty miles to the northwest is Cleveland, the 
sixth city of the country and ranking higher than 
Pittsburg In population. 
There is not a single dis- 
tinctive suburban train run in or out of .Cleveland.' 
From one single terminal in Pittsburg four hundred 
passenger trains arrive and depart in the course of a 
single business day, and ninety-five per cent of these 
are run for the sole benefit of the suburbanite. 


So congested haye even these railroad facilities be- 
come that the city cries bitterly for a transit relief 
and experts are now at work planning a subway sys- 
tem to aid both the steam roads and the over- 
worked surface trolley lines. 
At best it is no sine- 
cure to operate the trolley cars of Pittsburg. 
Com- 
bined with narrow streets, uptown and downtown, 
are the fearful slopes of the gre.at hills. 
It take« 
bl^ cars to climb those slopes, and when the New 
York man sees those big cars for the first time he 
looks twice. 
They are chariots of steel, not much 
smaller than those that daily thread our own blessed 
subway, and when they come to you they make you 
think of locomotives. The trucks are equipped with 
heavy driving rods, precisely like those of a locomo- 
tive. The heavy car itself giv^S a sense of strength 
and hill capability. 
But the company staggers twice 
daily under a trafl^c that Is far beyond its facilities— 
and it staggers under Its political burdens. 


For it Is as much as your very life is worth to "talk 
back" to a Pittsburg car conductor. 
The conductor 
is an arm of the big political machine that holds 
that Western Pennsylvania town in the very hollow 
of its ample hand. 
The conductors get their jobs 
through their Aldermen, and they hold them through 
theh* Aldermen. So if a New York man forgets that 
he Is 440 miles from Broadway and gets to assert- 
ing his mind to the iaan that runs the car let him 


a shrewd Ironmaster whom politic folk were already 
calling "Mr. Carnegie"—had made steel an economic 
structural possibility. 
In this day, when wood has 
become a luxury, steel Is coming Into Its own, and 
Pittsburg is to-day the most metropolitan city be- 
tween New York and Chicago.

Pittsburg men have been trying to worm their way 
out of their difflculities for about a century and a half 
now. for It was 1758 that saw a permanent settlement 
started there at the junction of the three great rivers.

IN NEW MEXICO

It took me five years to find that 
pure-bred poultry pays better than 
scrub stock. 
While I was learning 
thig my grarden helped me out. 
I pre- 
pared my ground weU, kept the. hoe 
going and my crops of cabbage and 
other green stuffs astonished 
every 
caller. 


I sowed one field to sweet clover 
and the roots went away down, pul- 
verizing the soil and making it easy 
to work. 
I cut it six times and used 
most of It for bedding for my horse 
and manure for my garden. 


I raised tremendous crops of Kafilr 
corn by keeping my cultivator going. 
I now have an excellent ^tart In alf- 
alfa. 
I applied lime an^ soil from 
an old alfalfa field and the second 
year cut it up with a rotary 
plow. 
Now I have a fine stand. 
I turn my 
poultry Into It and th«y thrive on it. 


I find bee clover a great crop. 
It 
kills all the weeds and the roots work 
their way through the soil, making it 
easp to plow. 


I was fortunate 
to 
get 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
stable 
manure 
for 
the 
hauling and although it brought a 
great many weeds, I kept at them 
with the hoe and mower until I got 
the upper hand and my soil Is now 
in fine condition. 


I found raising Hungarian 
part- 
ridges was more profitable than poul- 
try. 
A pen teiy feet square and five 
feet high covered with wire netting 
top and sides Is sufficient for a dozen 
birds. 


As the birds can be hatched by set- 
ting eggs under common hens they 
are not much trouble and I find ready 
Bale and high prices for all the part- 
ridges I can raise.—Mrs. B. R. Buff- 
iian.

FROM GRASS TO GRAIN AND HAY 


A Sudden Change Prom the Pasture to Diy Peed has Often 
Been the Cause of Sickness Among the Stock.

I find/from experience that it Is most 
.yoidtiabi« iMid will cause as 
little 
shrinkage as possible in the milk flow 
or loss of weight 
in 
the 
animals, 
interchanffing from grass to grain and 
hay. that' such ohaages 
should 
be 
gradual. 
^ 


I think at least ten days or two 
weeks should be taken to shift the 
animals from their M l quarters of 
grass to winter quartetrs of grain and 
hay. 
I too often see animals out in 
the pasture until very late in the fall 
and rece^lve very little attention if any 
till some stormy time comes and then 
they are hustled'into the bam and 
fed lots of feed which Is pitched to 
them any way and usually the conse- 
quence Is some sick, and perhaps dead 
stock. 
This is not profitable. 


Very often during the season when 
the aninuils are to be changed the 
pasture is rather short and sometimes 
tough, while if the fall rains have been 
plentiful, the grass may be in fairly 
good condition but if the animals are 
allowed access to a rack full of good 
sweet hay they will begin eating the 
hay even while the paarture is quite 
good. 


In this way th® ¿jaimals will become 
accustomed to the change gradually 
and %here will be no danger when put 
on dry feed. 


I think one of the best feeds to be 
given 
Immediately 
alter 
removing 
from pasture is somv- kind of roots, 
trernips or beets which may be fed at 
this season of the year to the best 
advantage and will assist tbp animals 
in getting to the com and hAy. 


In feeding forage at this searon of 
the year it should b« of the veir bciii 
q-allty 
as 
the 
animals 
must 
be 
tempted with rations of the very best 
kind. 


When there is some old hay in the 
bam do not feed it now. It will come 
better during the cold weather when 
the animals naturally hat'e a good ap- 
petite and are well accustomed to dry 
food. 


Animals should be kept out of doors 
as much as possible and should be 
stabled only when the weather is bad. 
in fair weather never stable stock 
unless it is very cold as they like to 
be out in the open air and it Is better 
for them than being shut up in the 
stables. 
But, when they are in the 
stables and the weathe 
is not too 
severe see to it that the windows are 
open so as to have an abundance of 
ventilation. 


In the early winter the animals will 
suffer more from close confinement 
than from too much ventilation. 


When changing from grass to dry 
food allow the animals as mtich liberty 
as possible In the yards about the barn, 
only putting them in the barn at milk- 
ing time and during th-> bad weather. 
Until they become thoroughly accus- 
,tomed to the new conditions. 


Animals on pasture naturally take 
exercise. 
In grazing they will walk 
miles. 
The change from this condi- 
tion to a narrow stall Is rather severe 
and due consideration should be given 
In allowing them at this time as much 
freeCom and open air while changing 
the feed as possible.

These cans must be air- 
tight with no openhiqgs, save those 
permitting the water to come out. 


If you notice a sheep going lame 
examine its feet at once. 
Sometimes 
small stones or tufts of grass wedged 
between the toes will cause lameness. 


If you think of setting out an or- 
chard next spring, clean out and culti- 
vate the ground as thoroughly as you 
do for corn or w h ^ t . 
Plow deeply 
and harrow thoroughly. 
It is a good 
plan to plow the ground in the fall, 
sub-soiling If the soli is heavy then 
disc and harrow well in the spring 
before planting.

CARE IN RAISING WINTER PIGS 


They Must Be Ptovided With Wann Quarters And Have 


Excrdse 
And Sunlight To Hove Ttuifty Hgs. 
*

In raising, pigs there are several 
things, vety esswtiarl. which are dUB- 
CQlt to secure in the r ^ h t degree in 
the winter time, .and which sometimes 
make the winter Utter rather costly. 


Hogs »are great lorers of warmth 
and they must have it for their eco- 
nomical growth. 
This has been fully 
demonstrated by the experiment sta- 
tions In the different fattening trials. 
The cost of the grain In several in- 
stances was almost double with out- 
side feeding ias compared with a warm 
shelter, . all 
other things being as 
nearly equal as was possible. 


Warmth Is even more of a neces- 
sity to the suckling pig, and to ob- 
tain that warmth and give the little 
fellow suflSclent amount of exercise 
Is where the dlffictilty comes In. 


It Is an easy matter to make the 
bed warm enough, but as soon as the 
pig leaves the nest for exercise out in 
the open, it becomes chilly i^d soon 
returns to the warm bed. Not taking 
exercise sufficient to keep it from be- 
coming too fat, thumps follow and 
death ensues. An abundance of exer- 
cise Is necessary to avoid the 
ttiumps 
In young pigs when they are getting 
all the milk and other foods they can 
eat 


In raising winter pigs there are 
six really vfery Important things to be 
taken into consideration: 
Warmth, 
exercise, good feed, ventilated quart- 
ers. sunshine and good -bWOd. 


In order to have these a warm and 
quite roomy building, which will make 
ventilation easier and allow the pigb 
to play without going out in the oPcn 


is necessary. 
When Uie wea/ther Is 
suffl<4ently warm they should be eut 
of doors as much as poartble, es- 
pecially when the sun shlnce. 
Plenty 
of sunshlQ^ Is the greatest dtslnXectant 
and invlgorator known. 


Some years .ago I had a couple of 
Utters come early in the winter. 
The 
weather was very cold and for wt^t 
of a better place to Keep tlu<n than 
the one In which they were f&rrowed, 
I penned up a little comer of the cow 
stable In which were kept at night 
thirty head of cattle. 
The building 
was S5x50 feet, and yg^en doted at 
night with the cattle in it was quite 
comfortable. 
This proved to be id- 
most an ideal place for the fdgs. 


They 
were 
given 
fresh 
bedding 
every night as the cow stables were 
cleaned aad a fresh supply of b^dtng 
put In every day. 
Those pigs grew 
exc4»edtngly 'fast. 


Under ordinary farm conditions it Is 
a doubtful proposltloh to attempt to 
raise many winter pigs with good re> 
suits, but under special conditions a 
few litters may be made profitable. 
The greatest obstacle Is to provide 
enough warm space for the pigs to run 
ab->at freely without becoming chilled 
for lack of sufficient sunshine. 


eoours and thumps ften cause rery 
serious losses among young pigs. The 
former Is caused usually by over-feed- 
ing, by providing badly spoiled feed, 
by an abmpt change of ration or ly 
a change In feed that alfects the milk 
of the dam. • The latter is generally 
brought about by over-feeding aad 
lac', of exercise.

»IADE FOR GRINDING ROUGHAGE 


Nature has provided the animals 
that chew the cud, as cows, sheep, 
deer, camels, etc., with four stomachs. 
When these animals eat grass or hay 
It Is chewed but Uttle and goes Into 
the paunch or first stomach, which 
In a cow has the capacity of a barrel. 
The animal then brings the food up 
from the paunch and re-chews It and 
now it goes to the third stomach 
often called manyplles. It is made up 
of folds with rough surfaces arranged 
BO that the food must pass back and 
/forth several times and be ground still 
more. 
From here the food passes to 
the fourth stomach where digestion 
takes place. 
This fine provision for 
..grinding the food enables these ani- 
mals to live on hay and grass. 
The 
second stomach Is used for holding 
• water. It has a honey comb structure. 
In the comb each cell Is as large as a 
cup and closes when full of water, 
only giving It up as required. 


Grain should be fed with roughage 
as then It goes imo the first stomach 
and will be rechejwed. 
If the grain 
Is eaten alone It Is apt to go to the 
third stomach and so miss the re- 
chewing. To make sure that the feed 
-Is thoroughly chewed feed -it 
with 
hroughage. The best way Is to cut the 
'hear or straw, mix the grain feed'with 
It. then^^ will go through the whole 
grinding process. 


At the American Royal Live Stock 
show held recently at Kansas City, 
T. R. Douglass, a student of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, made the highest 
score In Judging classes of live stock 
In competition with Ibwa, Nebraska, 
and Kansas.

SAVING THE 


CORN STALKS 


Besides pointing out to farmers the 
Importance 
of 
saving 
their 
straw, 
authorities on agriculture are also 
urging the importance of saving all 
oom-etalks. to accompany the straw 
as a winter roughage; thus making 
a raving in hey, the scarcity of which 
necessitates the greatest economy in 
its use. 
It is believed that the' 1910 
har crop, all over the West, is much 
behind the usual ten-year average: 
and that next 
winter 
will develop 
prices at which farmers will think 
they can better afford to sell their 
hay. and feed the cheaper roughage, 
than to feed hay to stock. 
On this 
point, however, it will be woill for the 
farmer to ,be very sure that he has 
a sufliciency of other fodder, before 
parting with his hay to the detriment 
of his stock. 
With the use of com 
binders, the saving of fodder is not 
a difficult matter. 
If the fanner has 
not enough stock lo consume his en- 
tire acreage of fodder, he will find 
other 
farmers 
who' are 
without 
enough, and who have stock which It 
wi'T be profitable to buy. to use what 
surplus fodder Is stored from the 
corn fields. Save the com fodder!

PRODUCTION. 


CULTURE AND STORAGE OF ROOT CROPS 


By £. J. DEL WICHE 


The growing of root crops deserves 
more attention by farmers who do not 
have slips In which to store succdlent 
feed for f&elr stock. 


Roots of various kinds have always 
been h<ald In high esteem by farmers 
ant", stockmen. 
In England and other 
European countries, they are gener- 
ally raised for feeding t« all classes 
of livestock, where^ owing to the cool 
summers, com does not do well. Roots 
are depended upon to - :pply succulent 
feed for the winter months. 
To quite 
an extent the same is true of Canada. 


Where the farmer has a silo. It is 
very doubtful it he should grow roots 
^o any great extefit, feut it may pay to 
raise roots, to lessen the expense of 
buying commercial- feed stuffs. 


One pound of dry matter In mangels 
has been found to be equivalent In 
feeding value to one pound of dry 
matter In mill feeds, and a little more

they become almost Indispensable for 
best results.

Aside from the value f<»> feeding 
purposes, there are other good rea- 
sons for ralstag root crops. With good 
care and preparation of the soil a 
large amount of feeding material pan 
be grown upon an acre. Twenty tons 
per acre is not an uncommonly large 
srield. under good conditions of soil 
and weather: yields of over twloe that 
amount have been reported. For such 
enormous yields It is necessary to have 
a rich soil. 


Another advantage 
is that grain 
crops of all kinds do well after roots, 
for the latter not only necéssitate 
clean cultivaron, bnt open up the soil 
by means of their Itmg roots. 
Culti- 
vated crops should oome regularly In 
the rotation, and roots should be in- 
cluded in the list of such crops on all 
stock farms. 


Root trops, are valuable for stock 
feeding, both tor their content of di- 
gestible nutriments and In supplying 
succulent feed for the winter months. 
This is true in all parts of the coun- 
try, but more especially in the states 
where winters are long and severe. 


Under 
good 
conditions 
a 
large 
amot nt If feed per acre can be gfovm 
from roots, and for this reason they 
are useful on small farms where the 
amount of land under cultivation Is 
small. 


Roots do best on loam soils, but 
may be grown euccessfully on either 
light or heavy soil, 
providing 
the 
ground is properly fertilized and pre- 


pared. 
Thorough preparation of the 
soil and an abundant supply of avail- 
able :plaht food are necessary for 
good returns. 


Mangels give the heaviest yield per. 
acre^ with ; rutabagas and t u ^ p s 
a 
close second, and carrots third. 
Tur- 
nips and rutabagas do not keep so 
well as some other roots. They idiould 
be fed In the fall and early winter 
in the order named. 
Mtogels and 
carrots keep well over winter when 
properly stored. 


Roots may be planted In rows 18 
to 24 inches apart when cultivated 
with hand machines, but at no less 
than 80 Inches when a horse cultivator 
Is to be used. 
Seed should be used 
liberally in order to insure a .good 
stand. 
Thinning should be attended 
to proniptly, leaving single plants froin 
8 to 12 inches apart, depending cn 
distano^e 'between rows and kind of 
roots grbwn. 


Thorough, yet shallow 
cultivation 
should be practiced throughout the 
growing season. 
lildglng at planting 
time is helpful on wet or heavy soils. 
Root crops will stand light frosts, 
but they should be harvested before 
heavy freezes. This applies especially 
to mangels. 


Roots may be stored in a pit, cellar, 
or root house. 
Roots can probably 
be grown for less than $2 ^per ton 
under good conditions. ' The oOst^ of 
production per acre is approximately 
•J 3 6 per acre.

The most favored method of letting 
tobacco land is for the landlord to 
furnish the land, the tobacco sheds, 
the fertilizer, and the necessary horses, 
tools, and machinery for producing the 
crop, whilé the tenant performs all 
the labor required from the planting 
of the seed to the delivery of the crop 
upon the market. 
The expenses for 
twine, wrapping paper, etc.. are shared 
equally. 


A large number of the tobacco share 
tenants are men of little means. Some 
of these have the reputation of being 
In debt for a year's living by the time 
their crop Is ready to market, 
The 
tendency on the part of these tenants 
to mortgage their crops and then to 
abandon the same In casé the crop 
does not promise to turn out well 
has led In Wisconsin to making the 
cbntract In the form of "An Agree- 
ment to Work Land." 


In accordance with this agreement, 
the land remains ih -the possession 
of the landlord and the crop is^'tlie 
prqpeiii^ of the landlord until lül of 
the labor requisite to its production 
and marketing has been performed, 
at which time the landlord gives the 
tenant one-half of the proceeds as 
payment for his labor, 
^ ^ e r e this 
agrreement Is used-It Is often neces- 
sary for the landlord to make ad- 
vances of living expenses to their 
tenants.

the situation. 


There are laws on our statute books 
to compel the cutting of these weed! 
before seed is produced, but to pre- 
vent seeding alone is not sufflcient 
Steps must be taken to rid the soU 
of the roots as well as the seed,-1| 
complete inununfty is to be obtaiae4 
Co-operation between farmers in 
same localM^iflnd between farmen; tIM 
Experiment Station and the legislature 
is necessary before satisfactory result!^ 
will be secured. The fact tixat Qnaek 
Qrass and Canada Thistles can M 
eradicated should be Mnphaiitosd ani 
active e^orts put forth to .preT«ni 
these pests from taking possession ol 
our farms. 
^ Farmers on the virgin soils of th^ 
United States where the weeds we^ 
not numerous were inclined to ridi- 
cule the idea that weeds could eve» 
become seriously troublesome.

fears of the scientists 
have 
been 
realised, however, and there are aoi» 
many farms in this country which 
have been abandonded because the 
weeds have multiplied and spread se 
rapidly that the farmer has bedom« 
discouraged and given up in despair.

"I do not conceive it to be the duty 


of the state to insist upon prosecution 
whore the developments indicate that 
a conviction cannot be had and in this 
particular case I am Inclined to the 
belief that the state is justified in ask- 
ing tho court to discharge the prison- 
er."

Rabus and the 
Misses Alice and Anna Habecker, of 
this city, are nieces of the deceased. 


Mr. Davis was well known in this 


city In former years. After removing 
to Cleveland he frequently visited In 
this city and for years came here to 
vote, considering this as his home. He 
was a man who was highly esteemed.

everything pertaining to the revolution 
In Mexico Is quiet, but there Is no 
telling when trouble may develop. It 
is said on the best authority that an 
army of 200 revolutionists Is encamped 
about thirty miles from this city on 
the American side of the river and 
are awaiting an opportunity to cross 
the border into Mexico. On the Mex- 
ican side of the river is a body of 
troops 
fully armed and anxiously 


awaiting an attempt to invade Mex- 
ico. If the two forces clash there 1? 
bound to be a serious battle. 
The 


revolutionists are well aware of the 
fact that the Mexican troops are anx- 
ious that they should cross the river, 
so undoubtedly they will not make the 
attempt during day light, but will 
await night fall to clandestinely enter 
Mexico. A passenger on today's train 
from Mexico stated that many ot- 
flcers of the Mexican army in the capi- 
tal had been apprehended and docu- 
ments found upon their persons prov- 
ing them to be affiliated with Madcro. 
Ho stated that nineteen soldiers have 
been shot for treason. This Informa- 
tion is of course unconfirmed. 


Fighting Was Fierc*. 


Passengers from Torreon and Gomez 


Palaclo state that the fighting there 
was fierce but of short duration. They 
could not state the casualties on either 
side but It was generally believed there 
had been loss of life. 
An American 


lady who had been stopping at a ho- 
tel In Torreon and who returned to 
tho United States on today's train 
stated that the Mexican authorities 
had reatcd her very corteously. She 
stated that two gendarmes were placed 
on guard over her room to see that no 
harm should befall herself and chil- 
dren.

trolled by the government, and the lat- 
ter has seen fit to commandeer all tho 
wires for tho carrying of military mes- 
sages pertaining to the uprising.

Every country and every class 
hns Its own conventions, its own code 
of manners, and they aro most easily 
learned in childhood. 
Ruskin

bndly handicapped In nftor life, as he 
bitterly complained, because ho had 
not been taught precision or ctlqu'-ttc 
of manners. 


It Is a good plan to let the children 


com* In for n. few minutes when there 
are visitors and tench them to follow 
an excellent, rule that was written for 
the guidance of six Infants at the. court 
of Edward IV: 
"If nny speak to you 


look straight at them with steady 
and Klvn good ear to tholr words while 
they are speaking." 
If only modern 


mothers would insist, on that, rule be- 
ing kept, their children would have 
reason to thank them In after years 
for a good listener Inherits tho earth 
nowadays. 
Ho is sr. rare. Kvoryone 


wants to talk. Nobody will listen. It 
might almost be a. profession In Itself 


After the art. of listening, that of re- 


pose Is most rare In the. twentieth con 
tury. 
We 
aro 
all so restless, so 


fidgety. Who does not know the ivomnn 
who cannot, tnlk without playing with 
her chains .and rings or pulling some- 
thing to pieces? It would be more to 
the point to ask who knows a woman 
who does not? 


Little ones made to sit still for only 


a. very few minutes daily would soon 
acquire the invaluable habit of rest- 
fulness. 
Those medieval babes were 


strictly-forbidden to shuffle their feet 
or point with their finger, by which I 
suppose Is meant gesticulation, or, as 
I heard n. child describe it, "waggle 
with their hands." 


No matter how ardent a. child, lover 


one may be, I defy anybody to like 
them when they are really ill man- 
nered, for they know no halt measures.

Pumpkin Pie. 


The Thanksgiving pumpkin in hon- 


or of our ancestors should be baked in 
n square biscuit, tin. While the canned 
pumpkin makes an excellent substitute 
for the city .housewife who cannot a!-, 
ways depend upon the grocer for the 
rich, yellow pumpkins sung by Whit- 
tier, this was the way that grand- 
mother . prepared 
hers—I 
have her 


recipe before me: Halve a ripe, yellow 
pumpkin, take out the seeds, rinse the 
pumpkin and 
cut. into small strips, 


stew them over a moderate tire. In .Hist 
sufficient water to prevent their burn- 
ing to the bottom of the pan. 
When 


stewed soft turn oft the water and let 
ihe pumpkin steam over a slow fire for 
fifteen or twenty minutes, taking care' 
that it. dues not burn. Take it from 


! the lire and strain when cool through 
! n sieve. 
If you wish to have, the pies. 


1 rich, inn to n quart of the stewed 


j pumpkin two quarts of rnllk and twelve 


eggs. 
If you like them plain, put to a 


quart of the. pumpkin one quart of 
milk and three eggs. The thicker the 
pie is ot the pumpkin, the less will be 
the '.lumber of eggs required. Sweeteo. 
the pumpkin with sugar and a little 
molasses—the sugar and eggs should 
be ben ten together. Ginger, the grated 
rind of a. lemon or nutmeg Is good

"When Mathewson came out In the 
box to pitch his first game In the post- 
season series against the Yankees in 
this great clash between the National 
and American league clubs, two or three 
weeks ago. I was on the base lines where 
I could only make a superficial guess as 
to his abilities, but Umpire Klero. who 
had been watchlnj: him all season, told 
me afterwards of the things I had failed 
to see. 
"In thit first game In New York Um- 
pire JKlem, the National league's man. 
gaveV decision that pat the Giants in 
a fre*y and 'Larry' Poyle. McGraw's 
second baseman, started in toward the 
plate to make a protest. I was out of 
the argument for I was only making the 
base decisions, but heard and heard dis- 
' tlnoUy. what Mathewson said as Doyle 
went charging toward Klem. 
" 'Go back and play the game,' said 
Mathewson to Doyle. 
'The umpire says 
It wasn't out. What have we to gain 
to wait here and bark at him? 
If he 
says It wasn't out. why. It wasn't out; 
that's all.' 
'•That's why I came asray from toe 
Giant-Yankee series with a great fond- 
ness for 'Christy' Mathewson. 
"Like all other star players Mathew- 
son Ooes not fight the umpires. 
He 


relies on his own good right arm and his 
own good brain to carry him along and 
never, like some plavers of whom I have 
heard tell, tries to unload the responsi- 
bility of defeat upon tho helpless arbi- 
trator. 


"Now, In that first game between ths 
Giants 
and 
Highlanders Mathewson 
struck out fourteen batters. That means 
forty-tw-j strikes. How many, think you, 
of this number were 'offers at the ball;' 
how many called strikes? No less than 
twenty-nine of these forty-two 'strikes' 
were called by the umpire. 


"It was Mathewson's 'fade-away ball' 
that had tho American league batters 
going-. He would start the ball high up 
In thn air but when It got to the- plate 
it would be 'waist high' and straight 
across. 
"I was warned In advance that Math- 


ewson had 'gone back.' If he has gone 
back I would have been glad to have seen 
him when he was right. They say that 
he is the greatest pitcher that ever lived. 
I would not want to dispute the claim. 
He uses a lot of stuff In a game that I 
have never seen introduced before. 
"Some one—I guess It was an old Na- 
tional leasue umpire—had told me • to 
watch Mathewson when he got in a hole. 
Well ho didn't get in many holes while 
I was watching him. He used no more 
than twelve fast balls In any game. He 
didn't use his curve, his slow ball or his 
fade away until he had to.

his consent to calling the "Fort Wayne 
plan," varies materially from the form 
of commission government most famil- 
iarly known, for instead of the com- 
mission of five members Mr. Thieme 
would elect a council of say fifteen 
members, irrespective of ward lines, 
as directors of the affairs of the mu- 
nicipal corporation 
In 
precisely the 


same sense that 
the directors of a 


commercial or manufacturing corpor- 
ation officiate. 
This council, he sug- 


gests, could then elect the necessary 
city officials, irrespective cf political 
considerations as the council itself is 
chosen, selecting the city officials with 
the sole idea of efficiency and with 
the expectation of retainins them in 
office as long as they prove efficient 
and satisfactory to the public, regard- 
less of the change in administrations. 
Briefly. Mr. Thieme holds that the citi- 
zens of a city are the_ stockholders In 
the corporation, and there is no reason 
why they may not select directors I 


represent them, and the directors in 
turn select the executive heads of de- 
partments, precisely as is done in a 
private corporation. 
The municipality, 


he believes, is purely a business and 
not a political corporation, and there 
is no justification for questions of po- 
litical nature entering: into the selec- 
tion of its officers and directors.

and your mother asks you to walk all 
of three blocks to the store to get a 
spool of thread or some other weighty- 
parcel: or your big sister wants you to 
help pull 'basting threads out of a new 
dress or dust three chairs, you nat- 
urally feel the most abused person on 
earth. Likewise in your mind—that is, 
f you were thirteen—you \vould de- 
iberate on anarchy and all sorts of 
•ebelllon and lawlessness and prepare 
in almost correctly spelled ultimatum. 


No doubt every youngster 
thinks 


himself imposed upon when he or she 
has to do anything outside of school 
hours but the children of this cits' do 
not know .lust how much fun they 
get out of life compared with the chil- 
dren of other localities. 


This is shown in the report now be- 


ng prepared by the officials of the na- 
tional child labor committee, which 
has been Investigating the conditions 
In Southern Delaware. In that state it 
was found that a youngster of thirteen 
was considered an old and experienced 
worker, while in one case a. baby of 
two years was found a.iding In the 
family 
support. 
The committee Is 


working in conjunction with the child 
labor committee of Delaware and the 
social service committee of the Epis- 
copal diocese of Delaware, of which 
the Rev Hubert W. Wells, of St. An- 
dmys' church, in Washington, is chair- 


e chief of the Investigators for the

national child labor committee, of .N«w 
York, was Mr. Edward F. Brown, who 
was aided In his work by Mr. t,. W.

Ever since early In the spring 


the two Investigators have been living

studying conditions and getting data. 
When seen at his office nt No. 105 East 
Twenty-second street, Mr. Brown tdld 
of what he had seen nnd learned while 
in. the berry fields In 
tho 
southern 


state. 
, 
"Our Investigation Is not complete 


as yet," he declared, "as we only had 
time to go over Kent and Sussex coun- 
tlea. We found enough material there, 
however, t!o have a bill prepared which 


will be introduced in the legislature o'f 
Delaware in a couple of months which 
we hope will put an end to this dis- 
graceful employment of children. 
The 


children for the greater part are drawn 
from the foreign quarters of Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore and. other near- 
by cities, and the life they lead is be- 
yond description. 


Employed in Factories.-. 


"It is not only in the berry fields, but 


in the canning factories nearby and in 
the hulling factory where the berries 
are prepared for the northern bakers, 
that they work. The greatest, part, of 
the trouble is that, they are victims of 
the padrone, system, and not one child 
in a hundred ever sees a penny of the 
money they earn, .as Ihe checks for 
their labors are turned over to their 
parents. 


"The work In the berry fields begins 


several weeks, or. perhaps, a. month 
before school stops. Long before this 
the padrone has been busy arranging 
for his workers, and when the call 
comes from the farms he takes them 
to the districts ho is supplying' with 
help, always charging them from five 
to eight times the actual cost of trans- 
portation. 


"The padrone has the commissary 


privilege in the berry fields and can 
charge what he wants for food sup- 
plies. 
Men and women without chil- 


dren are not wanted, and the larger 
the family Is the better the padrone 
likes It. Once at the berry section the 
families are housed In shacks. 
Here 


from twenty to thirty men, women and 
children live for a couple of months, 
sleeping In rough bunks, three and four 
to a. tier, nnd 
with 
absolutely 
no 


privacy. 
There Is no saintatlon. and 


while there Is a shed In which to do 
the cooking the families must either 
eat in the bunk bouses or in the open 
In one place In Seaford, Dela.. T fount 
seventeen children and five adults liv- 
ing In what was formerly n. chicken 
house. 
The hunk house Is also the 


storeroom of the family, and their sup 
plies are kept In It.

than $3 or $4 a. week. The pickers get 
one cent a quart for pic.king the berries 
and the same or a little less for hulling 
them. 
When the berries are picked 


they have to be carried from a hundred 
yards to a quarter of a. mile to the 
packing house, where the children got 
credited for their 
work, but 
their 


checks are saved until their parents 
arrive. 


"Not. only in the strawberry field are 


here babies at work,, but in the pea 
•anning factories in the sam,e district, 
ve found children of less than six 
vorking from 6 o'clock In the morning 
mill 7 o'clock at night, and sometimes 
during <he busy season until 10. 


"One little girl of fight had been 


working for three years in one of the 
pea factories In charge of a capping 
machine. 
She worked at a, machine 


,ha,t even adults considered a danger- 
ous one, and at her elbow worked a 
man with furnace and soldering ap- 
paratus, which forced the child to in- 
iale the fumes of charcoal and lead all 
day long. 
A short, distance from her 


capping machine was a large placard 
reading: 
'All 
playing. 
wrestling, 


scuffling; or Indulging in any kind of 
play in any part of this building Is 
prohibited.' 
Another placard warned 


thfl little girls that It was against the 
rules for them to wear ribbons, aprons 
or their hair in braids, as It might gel 
ca.ught. in the machinery, which had to 
be massed together to save space.

prison gates announcing that "Judg- 
ment of death hag this day been exe- 
cuted on H. H. Crippen in the pres- 
ence of the governor o; the prison, the 
under sheriff and Father Carey." The 
physician's certificate of death was al- 
so displayed. 


No Confection; Protested Innocence. 
Now that Dr. Crippen's 
lips arc 


forever sealed, the usual post-mortem 
rumors of an eleventh hour confession 
are afloat. These should be read in the 
knowledge that on Sunday last the 
condemned man issued a signed state- 
ment in which he protested his inno- 
cence an dthat since that day, as for 
several days before, he had positively 
refused to see any one other than his 
keepers. Solicitor Newton, M.ISS Le- 
neve and Father Carey. Accordingly, 
the testimony of only these 
persons 


would appear to be of great matter in 
throwing 
light 
on 
the 
condemned 


man's last hours. 


This morning following the execu- 


tion the prison authorities issued ap 
official statement 
declaring 
that no 


confession had been made. 
Miss Le- 


nev« denies that Crippen confessed. 


His attorney says that so far as he 


knows his client maintained his inno- 
cence to the end. What was said to 
the priest preceding absolution cannot, 
of course, be known. 


Poor Job of Confessing. 


If Crippen confessed, as is asserted 


by a newly established evening news- 
paper, he made poor work of it for the 
paper gives no authority for its asser- 
tions, which are credited to an anony- 
mous friend of the doctor who is him 
self quoted but briefly. 


The only alleged new facts brought 


out are that Crippen was treating his 
wife for indigestion and substituted 
poison for proper medicine rind that he 
purchased in a shop in Holborn a dis- 
secting knife which, after it bad been 
used to dismember the body, the mur- 
derer threw into a neighbor's garden. 


In spite of this careless disposition 


of the telltale weapon it hns never 
been recovered by the police. 
With 


these exceptions the alleged confession 
is a recital of the well known story of 
the crime which might have been told 
by any one who had followed the pub- 
lished proceedings of the court. 


Inquest Is Held. 


Following the execution the Inquest 


required by law was heir], the jury re- 
turning a verdict to the effect that the 
sentence of the law bail been duly car- 
ried out. 
The proceedings were held 


In the prison. 


Dr. Wilson, an omrinl witness of 


the hanging, testified that death was 
caused by a fracture of the vertebrae. 
There was no resistance or struggle 
on the part of the condemned man and 
the whole proceedings frnm the en- 
trance to the cell by the executioner 
until Crippen was dead occupied only 
sixty seconds. Death was instantane- 
ous, the physician Mid. 


The foreman of the jury Inquired of 


the coroner if ho might ask whether 
any confession hnrl b"e.n made and 
received the reply, "No. that docs not 
concern you."

A CELEBRATED CASE. 


The, execution of Dr. Hawley Har- 


vey Crippen In London today, complet- 
ed the criminal records ot one of the 
most sensational of recent murder 
cases. 
The brutality of the crime 


committed by a man who had been 
known as of a gentle- and kindly na- 
ture, the. murderer's spectacular flight 
to his native land and the fact that 
the case against the doctor vftif purely 
circumstantial combined to make the 
tragedy of absorbing Interest not only 
In England, ivhere the murder was 
done* but as well in America, where 
both Crippen and his wife were horn. 
Crippen, slight in figure, was just past 
fifty years of age. 


The crime which had its dramatic 


denouement in the arrest of Dr. Crip- 
pen and Ethel Clare Leneve aboard the 
steamer Montrose was one of the moat 
notable in criminal history. Not only 
the circumstance of the crirn«, but the 
remarkable detective cha«e across the 
Atlantic, with wireless telegraphy con- 
tributing for the first time as a. de- 
cisive factor in detection, and with 
the people of Europe- and 
America 


eagerly intent upon the quest, com- 
bined to make the caae one of extra- 
ordinary interest. 


The circumstances of the finding «t 


the mangled and burned body of Sell2 
Elmore are of recent occurrence, the 
salient features being as follows: 


Dr. Crippen and his wife, known by 


the stage name of Belle Elmore, had 
for the last two yea.rs occupied a 
cosy house at 39 Hilldrop Crescent. 
North London. He was an American 
dentist, born at Coidwater, Mich., edu- 
cated in Indiana, and pursuing/medical 
study later in Michigan, California, 
Ohio and New York city. 
He hiul 


managed a patent medicine business In 
Philadelphia and in Columbus, and hail 
appeared as specilist at many other 
points—Detroit, San Diego, Salt Lake 
City, St. Louis and Brooklyn. 


Typist Lived at Home.
